From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Saturday. 


In Paris we are wearing black hats and 
frocks. We tell everyone it 1s because we 
ore poor and that black is economical. No- 
body believes us, of course, and we know 
they do not. We are wearing black because 
it looks, or we make it look, so much more 
luxurious than anything else. 
| Black crepe-satin, black taffetas, black 
georgette—you can hang a dress of each and 
every one of these materials im your ward- 
robe, and still not have too many. You can 
embroider your black frocks in jet, in steel, 
in diamente—in anything you like. You can 
have jewels in masses on your black frocks. 
You can cut your “V”" as low as you like. 
You can jook as rosy or as pale as you will. 

Black makes youth younger and strips age 
of superfluous years. But it has to be done 
by the right people. If black 1s not quite 
right, 1t is devastatingly wrong. 

Then there is white. You can do the same 
thing with white, as you can with black. 
Both can defy the proprietor in the rignt 
way, and agree with them, in the wrong.

Too Barefaced. 


It is our dressmakers, milliners, beauty 
doctors who have made us what we are. You 
simply have to live up to the clothes you 
wear, the scent you use, and the complexion 
with which yon face the world. How can 
our damask cheeks blush, our flat chests 
palnitate? 

Where we have made a bad mistake is in 
putting on our complexion, or. at any rate, 
in repairing it in public. Ah, there our 
daring philosophy has let us down. In 
destroying the mystery of our complexion 
we have killed man’s curiosity about it.

Remove from the oven and thicken the 
gravy with a little flour. 

Next cover the stew with separate thin 
lavers of c ped carrots, turnips, 
celery, tomatoes, artichokes, peas and 
beans. As each layer is added it should 
be carefully seasoned with pepper and 
salt, etc. 

For ihe top layer slice finely two or 
more potatoes, and pour some parsley 
sauce over the whole. 

Cover and replace in the oven for at 
least an hour. 

Serve with slices of dry toast.

Fruit is scarce, which is sad for us, since 
we live in a place where fruit is dear even 
at the best of times!. Apples seem to appear 
a trifle often on the menu, for though 
rhubarb is delicious, it, too, 1s _ still 
dear. Oranges are, therefore, a useful larder 
addition. They make a very nice change 13! 
carefully peeled, pipped, sliced and served 
on individual] dishes, well dressed with sugar 
and whipped cream. Oranges and cream, 
rich in vitamins, are as nutritious as they

Writing of oranges reminds me: 1f 
stock of marmalade has not been replenished 
it should really be seen to at once. It is so 
very easy fo make, especially if you get the 
fruit-shop to do the shredding. This only 
costs a few pence per dozen, and really saves 
quite a jot of trouble. 

Don't make the very usual] mistake of con- 
cluding that your poor household has. been 
doomed to eat only one kind of marmalade 
for breakfast for all the years, Delicious 
marmalades can be made from Seville oranzes 
hy themselves, or varied by adding ginger, 
lemon or rhubarb. 

Marmalade can also be made from grapes, 
quinces, and last, but most appetising, 1s 
zrape-fruit! So, breakfast. might as well be 
served with a spice of variety since people are 
fond of preaching the importance of this meal. 

By the way, there was an excellent recipe 
for Ma:imalade Pudding in the Jrish JZimes 
of last Monday. 1 was interested to see on 
the same page that some of vour friends are 
in the South of France. -Wonderful invention, 
holidays! 

Which reminds me that now is the time 
lo spv out nice seaside houses for next 
summer, anc “ hook’’ one, so to speak, be- 
fore the general tush.

THE REIGN OF TERROR.

"HERE are two kinds of history,” 
: wrote Balzac: “ the official kind that 
is usually taught, dnd the secret kind, 
wherein we must look for the true causes 
of events—the history of shameful things.”’ 
To this latter category belongs the story 
of the exploits of one John O’Sullivan, 
an Irishman, whose grandfather, Daniel 
O'Sullivan, had left Ireland for the more 
friendly shores of France during the Wild 
Geese emigration. 

At the outbreak of the 
Revolution two grandsons of Daniel 
O'Sullivan were domiciled in western 
France. The elder, John, was fencing 
master in Nantes, while Charles, his 
brother, was collector of stamp duties at 
St. Georges-sur-Loire. Both were men of 
education and of considerable standing in 
the community, though in the matter of 
character they had little in common. 

When the peasants of La Vendée, headed 
by the local gentry, took up arms in the 
Royalist cause, the two brothers found 
themselves in opposite camps. John 
O’Sullivan was a man of enormous 
strength, of dissolute habits, and by 
nature a savage. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to learn that he was an ardent 
suporter of the Terrorist junta, at that 
time misgoverning France. On the other 
hand, Charles was a man of chivalrous 
ideals. and of an affable disposition. The 
accounts of the atrocities committed by 
the regicides in Paris filled him with 
loathing and disgust, and he espoused the 
cause of La Vendée. As in most 
fratricidal struggles, the hostilities in La 
Vendée were conducted with the utmost 
ferocity, by both sides. Quarter was 
neither given nor expected, and, while the 
ebb and flow of. battle brought temporary 
successes to Royalist and Republican in 
turn, years were to pass before the 
province was finally pacified. 

In the course of a skirmish at the 
opening of the campaign, the elder 
O'Sullivan was taken prisoner by the 
insurgents. He was in imminent danger 
of being shot when his brother intervened 
on his behalf, and secured his release after 
much parleying. John O'Sullivan soon 
had ‘an opportunity of showing his 
cratitude for this act of brotherly love. 


& AN ENEMY OF THE NATION.” 


After the disastrous defeat of the 
Rovalists at Savenay Charles fled to 
Nantes, and there sought sanctuary in the 
house of his brother, whose life he had 
saved a short time previously. Little, 
however, did he anticipate the welcome in 
store for him, and what followed is best 
described in the words of John O’Sullivan 
himself, ‘‘ My brother,” said he, “was 
with the rebels, and when he found there 
was no other hope for him, he came and 
threw himself into my arms; but he wae 
an enemy of the nation; Í performed a 
Republican’s duty; 1 denounced him, and 
justice pronounced his fate.” Charles 
O'Sullivan was guillotined at Angers on 
the ólst December, 1793. He was only 
twenty-eight years of age. 

A short time before the committal of 
this monstrous act of betrayal O’Sullivan 
had become the trusted lieutenant and 
confidant of the infamous Jean Baptiste 
(‘arrier, one of the most sinister figures 
thrown up by the revolutionary upheaval 
in France. This Carrier was an obscure 
deputy from the department of the 
Cantal. He had bee: vested with plenary 
powers by the National Convention, in 
session in Paris, and sent to direct the 
military operations then being taken 
against the insurgents in La Vendée. 
Originally intended for the priesthood, he 
was a man devoid of moral scruples, and 
a coward and bully to boot. 

In O’Sullivan Carrier found a zealous 
disciple and counsellor, and these two 
bloodthirsty scoundrels engineered, and 
perpetrated, a series of what were perbaps 
the most revolting crimes committed 
during the Reign of Terror—a series of 
fiendish atrocities, known to students of 
the French Revolution as ‘‘ Les Noyades 
de Nantes.’ 


“LES NOYADES.” 


Soon after Carrier’s arrival in Nantes 
O'Sullivan and some of the local 
‘patriois’’ brought to his notice, as a 
matter of extreme urgency, the case of 
some ninety cged priests, imprisoned in a 
local disused convent. The cost of the 
upkeep oí these decrepit old men was 
causing grave concern to the good sans 
culottes of Nantes, and Carrier took steps 
to put an end to their inquietude without 
more ado. In his own words, ‘‘ should 
these priestly brigands he fed at the public 
expeuse, when good patriots have to go 
short?’’ The priests were transferred to 
1 sloop lying in the Loire. They were 
there divested of their priestly garments 
and deprived of everything of value, even 
ta iheir boots. The indescribable condi- 
fions under which these tottering old men 
were now confined are almost beyond the 
compass of human imagination, but their 
martyrdom was to be of short duration. 
Most of the priests were over ninety years 
ol age, and, as their only crime was that 
of remaining faithful to the Church in 
vhose service they had spent their lives, 
it was not feasible to execute them out of 
hand, as awkward questions might be 
asked later. The idea of liberating these 
dangerous ‘‘ brigands’’ was, of course, un- 
thinkable, and O'Sullivan, with the 
approval of Carrier, devised a means for 
the secret disposal of the prisoners. 

A lighter, used for river traffic, was 
requisitioned in the name of the law. 
Carpenters were set to work to cut large 
apertures below the water-line in this 
hulk, and to fit penels over the openings 
thus made, so as to keep the vessel 
temporarily water-tight. The explanation 
siven to the workmen was 
lighter would be sunk in the river to 
impede the passage of English war-craft.

On the 16th December, 1793, in the 
sinall- hours of the morning, watchers on 
the shore saw the lighter gliding down- 
stream towards the floating prison, 
impelled by a party of men, in charge of 
O’Sullivan. ‘The priests were aroused 
under the pretext of a deportation order, 
and were tied securely in pairs. They were 
then transferred to the awaiting lighter, 
where the entire party was secured by 
means of one long rope. When all 
preparations were complete, O’Sullivan 
and his minions cut adrift the coffin ship, 
which floated seawards with the tide, and 
taey accompanied their helpless victims in 
a row-boat until a spot where the Loire 
opened: out into a wide estuary was 
reached. ‘The fatal hour had struck. The 
assassins jumped aboard the lighter, 
descended to the interior of the vessel, 
where the priests were confined, and with 
the aid of sledge-hammers broke through 
the panels in the vessel’s side. When the 
doomed priests realised that their end was 
at hand they began to. pray in a Joud 
voice, While their torturers, before quitting 
the fast-sinking lighter, jeered at their 
dying struggles. 

A cry of anguish arose in the silence of 
the night; a clamour of frightful agony 
was heard on the shore, and then silence— 
the sea had engulfed its prey. 

O'Sullivan and his fellow murderers, 
the good work being completed, repaired 
to the sloop, where they ate a copious 
repast and drank themselves into in- 
sensibility. During the night the sound 
of revelry was heard from the vessel, and 
before dawn quarrels broke out over the 
division of the spoils taken from the 
priests. In the course of the festivities 
O'Sullivan | regaled the company with 
tales of his prowess in hunting down 
Rovalists. Te boasted that he had killed

Scenes at Ravenhiil. 


In 1925, the last time a Welsh team 
was seen in Belfast, Rugby in Wales was 
at a very low ebb, and little interest was 
taken in the national team.

Those Welsh sup- 
porters who swarmed up the goal posts 
and “capped ” them with berets were real 
sportsmen, and when they observed the 
futile efforts of the Irish to follow suit 
one of them obligingly climbed to the very 
top, and fixed a green favour on top of 
the Welsh. Then there was the singing. 
A choir of about a hundred gave splendid 
renderings of Welsh national songs, amd 
hundreds of Irishmen drew near to listen 
and applaud. Some optimists even brought 
camp chairs to sit on during the match. 
These people evidently had visions of 
lolling back at ease in the unreserved 
enclosure, but they had a rude shock. 
Their chairs went where all chairs should 
go at an international, and they had to 
fight for a view with all the rest. 

Then, again, a happy Welshman went 
on to the field and acted as bandmaster 
to the Royal Inniskillings, and a fine 
figure he cut strutting in advance to the 
“Londonderry Air.” It was all very 
wonderful, and we will be eagerly looking 
forward to the next time the Welsh visit 
our native shores. 


A Loss to Ireland. 


A friend from the Queen’s County the 
other day mentioned the great loss it was 
to Ballinakill and Abbeyleix when Colonel 
Sir William Hutcheson Poé, C.B., went 
to reside in England. 

Sir William, after leaving Ireland, 
purchased Batchwood 
Hall, near SL 
Albans, and since has 
removed all his 
wonderful collection 
of antiques and “old 
masters’’ thither 
from Heywood, his 
mansion near Ballina- 
kill. 

Sir William was 
born in Donaghadee 
in 1848, and is the 
son of a Tipperary 
man. He had a bril- 
liant naval career 
until the battle of 
Metemmah in 1885, 
when he had to have 
his right leg amputated. He retired from 
the Navy in 1888 with the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel, and settled down to the 
life of a county gentleman. Hé contested 
Ossory Division of Queen’s County at the 
general election of 1895 as a Unionist; 
was Vice-Chairman of Abbeyleix Board of 
Guardians, 1895-1899, and rural district 
councillor for Ballinakill Division of 
Abbeyleix, 1899-1908. Sir William was a 
member of the Irish Land Conference in 
Dublin, 1902, and of the Viceregal Com- 
mission on Irish Railways, 1906-10. In 
1912 he was made a baronet, and for two 
years was a member of the Senate. 

As well as his estate in the Queen’s 
County, he also has a fine place with 
about 10,000 acres in County Tyrone. 
Notwithstanding the Joss of his leg Sir 
William is a keen sportsman, and when 
in Ireland hunted regularly with the 
Queen’s County Hounds, and was a 
prominent figure at all the big race meet- 
ings, including Punchestown. The heir to 
the title is his son, Hugo, now im his 
fortieth year. 


Bench Marks. 


Many people are familiar with the 
curious arrow-shaped marks which are cut 
on stones in the wal!s of buildings or on 
the piers of gateways throughout the city. 
There is one, for instance, on the Methodist 
Church in St. Stephen’s Green. It is like 
the convict’s brond arrow in shape, but 
has an additional horizontal bar on the 
top. Until quite recently I was under the 
impression that it was some kind of 
Government mark, such as is used on 
things belonging to the British War 
Office. But I now learn that it has quite 
a different menning. It is called a bench 
maik, and is placed there by the Ordnance 
Surveyors to give information as to the 
height of the spot above sea-level. Some. 
times, as in mining surveys, it is inverted, 
and denotes depth instead of height. The 
horizontal bar is the important part, as 
it acts as a temporary support for a 
bracket, or ‘‘bench,’’? on which the level- 
ling-staff may be rested. Jlence the name. 
kach one of those bench-marks—and there 
are some hundreds of them in Dublin 
alone—is shown on the large-scale 
Ordnance Survey map, and opposite each 
is also indicated the number of feet above 
sea level. Their practical purpose is to be 
of assistance to plumbers and _ builders 
and those who have to lay down sewers or 
take levels for other purposes. They 
obviate the necessity for a great deal of 
surveying work.

When referring to the Bench-marks, it 
is interesting to inquire how the broad- 
arrow symbol came to be a badge of 
Government ownership. Opinions vary 
greatly. In the Charter of James II. to 
the Tower of London it is referred to as 
“ His Majesty’s mark,” and is stated to 
have been set up on the boundary houses 
by order of the Board of Ordnance. It 
was also the private sign of Henry Vis- 
count Sydney, Earl of Romney, Master- 
General of the Ordnance about that time, 
and so popular tradition ascribes its 
origin as a Government sign fo him. 
Others say that it was originally an 
anchor used earlier on timber reserved 
for the Navy, but this seems improbable, 
especially when we remember that it had 
been in use as a distinguishing sign, 
though not necessarily a royal one, as far 
back as tho = sixteenth century and 
probably much earlier.

Ghe Language Question. 


In view of the controversy that is 
circling around the question of the use cf 
the Irish Janguage in the law courts, | 
was interested to find in an old guide to 
Ireland, published in Dublin in 1815, a 
reference to the training of law students 
at the time of the erection of the King’s 
Inns at Constitution Hill. 

After remarking in complimentary terms 
on the architectural beauties of the then 
new edifice, the compiler of the guide 
added some comments which I am inclined 
to think were not particularly appropriate 
to a guide-book. His opinion is worth 
quoting, and I have extracted the follow- 
ing paragraphs :— 

‘It is hoped that the new building will 
supersede the necessity of sending our law 
students to the Courts of Westminster to 
learn to speak English, as it is presumed 
that the native Irish are now more con- 
versant with that tongue than at the 
period when such a restriction was 
enjoined, and deemed indispensably re- 
quisite; by a similarity of absurdity, 
every Irish parson should be previously 
drilled in a Yorkshire desk before he 
should presume to ascend an Irish 
pulpit.” 

‘The Scotch law students are exempt 
from such a vexation and unnecessary 
exaction, though the Caledonian dialect 
does not sound more musical. and har- 
monious than the Hibernian brogue. The 
Irish barrister’s information should be 
derived from the Four Courts, and his 
leisure hours could be more profitably 
applied in a jaw library than in a lazy 
lounge round St. Stephen’s Abbey.”’

A LINK WITH THE PAST. 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

By the recent death of Mrs. Gardiner, 
at ‘* Carrickmoleen,” Killiney, County 
Dublin, the residence of her son, the 
Rev. KF. Stuart Gardiner, M.A., in the 
ninety-ninth year of her age, there was 
severed a somewhat notable link with the 
past. She was the daughter of ' David 
Watson, Fsyuire, Surgeon in the Royal 
Navy, sometime resident at Brechin,”’ 
who held his commission in the stirring 
days of Nelson and the Napoleonic wars. 
As her mother was early left a widow, 
Sarah, the fourth daughter, was mainly 
brought up by her uncle, D. O. Hill, who 
was for many years NSecretary of the 
Royal Scottish Academy.

CORK, Sunday 

It is probable that the development of 
the former Borough Council in Cork into 
a political organisation opposed to the 
Government of the time formed one of the 
chief reasons for the dissolution of that 
body in 1924, Certainly for two years 
previously the Council was utilised as a 
machine for the outpouring of propaganda 
avainst the Government, and the activities 
itp this direction had their natural effect 
in the administration of civic affairs. 
Since the appointment of a Commissioner 
in the room of the Corporation many 1m- 
provements consistent with economic re- 
quirements have been witnessed, and at 
the same time the city rates have been 
reduced. i 

These facts have given rise to a certain 
resentment which prevails in the city 
against the introduction into the forth- 
coming civic election of political party 
candidates, and there is widespread sup- 
port for the view that party and personal! 
considerations should be set aside and 
creater attention given to the development 
of the trade to the city and the improve- 
This view is not 
confined to the business coinmunity alone, 
but is held by many who figure prom- 
vently in the ranks of the political 
organisations, and feel that the usefulness 
of the new Corporation will depend 
entirely on the type of candidates elected. 

The newly-formed business party has put 
forward a strong team, whose success in 
their private capacity is in itself a 
sufficient recommendation for public office, 
and the electors will find further satis- 
faction in the guarantee from the Cumann 
na nGaedheal candidates to prevent the 
introduction of political matters into the 
affairs of the re-established Corporation, 
so far as they can do so. Neither of these 
two organisations is holding any public 
meetings; both are depending solely on 
house-to-house canvassing.

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PRESIDENT COSGRAVE AND THE 
RECORD OF THE GOVERNMENT.

THE NEED FOR PEACE AND ORDERED 
CONDITIONS. 


_ 


President Cosgrave was one of the 
speakers at a largely attended meeting 
which was held in Middle Abbey street, 
Dublin, yesterday, in support of the candi- 
dature of Dr. O’ Higgins, the nominee of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Party, in the 
North Dublin by-election. 

Appealing for the votes of the electorate 
for Dr, O'Higgins, he said thai, if the 
(jovernment had done nothing else during 
the last seven years than to discipline 
those who were fighting against the 
people’s will, 1t was something of which 
they could be proud. Unless they had 
peace, ordered conditions and stable 
vovernment the country could not hope 
to have prosperity. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 

Dr. Hennessy, who presided, eaid that he 
Lelieved that the Government was the best 
that they could have in the country. It had 
established law and order out of chaos, It 
had secured the right of every citizen to walk 
ynmolested in the streets of Dublin. It was 
probably a slight exaggeration to say that ; 
hecause, unfortunately, they had citizens in 
ijublin who were discharging loyal and faith- 
‘ul duties of the State who had been 
murdered. If the people elected Dr. O’ Higgins 
ne would support the Government in wiping 
out the last trace of the gun bully. 

There were worse people than the gun bully 
in tha country. Those people who by their 
writings and their speeches encouraged the 

un bully were far more to blame. Where did 
Fianna Fail in public condemn the gun bully 
or dissociate themselves from him? He was 
afraid that they had not the courage to do 
that. because they were too long in the com- 
nanv of the gun bully to say: ‘* We will have 
no more of that.” Fianna Fail told them that 
they could run this country on twelve millions 
a rear. He would like to know how they 
«sere going to do that. If the country was 
-un on twelve millions a year there would be 
no money for housing, old age pensions, road 
yepairs or education, 

MR. MULCAHY. 

Mr. Richard Mulcahy, Minister for Local 
-overnment and Public Health, said that Dr. 
‘y Higgins needed no introduction to the Irish 
people, for in spite of his professional and 
family responsibilities before the Truce he 
joined the Army forces of the Free State 
when it was necessary to have men. There 
were people in this age 2 who, not satisfied 
with the death of Dr. O'Higgins, the candi- 
daie’s father; not satisfied with the death 
of Kevin O'Higgins, his brother, would not 
be satisied until no O’Hi gins was left in the 
country. Against Dr. 6 iggins they were 
cfiered Oscar Traynor. He (Mr. Muleahy) 
had seen Oscar Traynor’s «ppeal to the 
ciiizens of Dublin, but did not find any 
reference to a Republic. ot 

When the people were ‘offered political 
parties and political leaders against other 
political parties and leaders they should a k 
where those parties were going and how th 
were going. The Fianna Fail Party said that 
they stood for the full realisation of our 
national aspirations and all such big, grand 
nebulous things, and the people ought 
to find out what that party meant. 

The Fianna Fail Party criticised the Govern- 
ment and spoke about a ‘‘ bleak unpromising 
future.” Mr. Cooney said that the people 
wanted housing. What was the Fianna Fail 
programme? Mr. Cooney objected to exorbti- 
tant rents so that a house. could be got 
“without much rent. Mr. Lemass objected to 
ihe Commissioners in Dublin borrowing money 
to build houses, so that houses would have 
to be got withcut b.rrowing money. 
A CANDIDATE'S FAITH. 

Mr. Travnor had given them his articles 
of faith, hope and charity. In his charity 
he said that the Government were Im- 
perialists. In his hope he said that five 

vears of the Fianna Fail economic policy 
would end unemployment, and they would 
bring back those who ‘emigrated from the 
country. Mr. Traynor had faith because he 
was a footballer; but he (Mr. Mulcahy) 
wanted to know who had the ball in this 
olitical business between Mr. de Valera and 
Mr. ‘Traynor. 

Fianna Fail claimed to be a united party. 
Its representatives in Galway said that. they 
were Republicans. Mr.-de Valera, speaking 
in the Mansion House with regard to the 
civil war, said that they had made as much 
»rogress in those two years, though many 
might not think it, as had been made in 
thirty or forty years of ordinary agitation. 
Oscar ‘Lraynor now passed the ball to “ Dev. 
and said to him, “ Oh, you are the person 
who knows the road to go.” Dr. O'Higgins 
did not play blind-man’s buff with the 
country’s affairs, and did not associate with 
those who did. 

THE MINISTER FOR DEFENCE. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
Defence, said that in April, 1923, de Valera 
postured as President of the Republic, with 
what was called a Minister for Defence, and 
a body of armed men called an Army. In 
1925 these men told de Valera to go about 
his business. If these men had the right to 
fire de Valera and Lemass they had the same 
right to put others in their place. If there 
was any change since that time he wondered 
when it took place. Did they recognise any 
authority on the part of their former asso- 
ciates’? Last month when Fianna Fail asked 
for a generous gesture, he asked the members 
of that. party it they were in a position to do 
so. would they give information that would 
lead io the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer ot Kevin O'Higgins. That was one 
of the duties of an ordinary citizen. 

On 3rd December last a gun bully 
was found uilty oí firing at police 
officers with intent to maim and with being 
illegallw in possession of firearms. One of the 
jurymen was shot at his own door some weet: 
jater, and owing to that the Government de 
cided to give protection to jurors, - The 
electors had the making and unmaking 9:

Dr. O’Higgins, the candidate, said that he 
was in the position of having nothing to 
apologise for and no actions to regret. rh 
did his opponents object to any niente 
being paid to their actions In the past? 
was because they were ashamed of them. The 
Government could have done more building !

could have done more construction if they 
had to pay less for destruction. They had 
brought the country along the road to pros- 
perity, and would have gone further but for 
the obstruction placed in their way.

That was a deliberate charge 
by Mr. Traynor in this year of grace 1929. 

“How long,” asked President Cosgrave, 
“has Mr. a '“g held that opimon? In 
August, 1927, Mr. Traynor could have put 
me out of office by his vote in the Dail. 
Why did he not do it? If he believes that I 
have fairly earned the title of Imperialist, 
why did he not come in to the Dail and do 
what he did before the Sub-Sheriff when he 
was nominated a candidate for North Dublin? 
The only reason that I can think of is that 
his political opinions in August, 1927, and in 
March, 1929, are different. Neither his con- 
science nor his politics would let him into the 
Dail in 1927, but neither his conscience nor 
his politics are keeping him from taking a 
chance of getting in now.” 

This sentence evoked noisy protests from a 
section of the crowd, and Mr. Cosgrave 
caused laughter by retorting, “When you 
score against them they always make noise.” 

“I have,” he continued, ‘ put a question 
that Mr. Traynor has got to answer. Why 
did he not drive out the ‘Imperialist’ when 
he got the chance? He either had not the 
courage or he was not convinced. We are 
asked to live long enough to let politicians 
of this kind learn something. It took Mr. 
de Valera five years to learn enough to walk 
into the Dail. (Laughter.) Just Imagine a 
man having a family of five or six sons, and 
one of them, becoming dissatisfied with the 
furniture in the house, burns the room and 
goes on the run. It costs his father a lot of 
money to repair the damage, and the son 
comes back after five years and says: 
* Father, how is it that you are not as well 
off as vou were five years ago” ”’ (Laughter.) 


THE GOVERNMENT'S WORK. 

He went on to say that during the last five 
years the Government had subscribed towards 
the construction of 4,000 houses in Dublin. 
Mr. de Valera, in a note to the Jast Ard 
Fheis, said that he could only devote a line 
to housing. Well, as Euclid informed them, 
a line was a length without breadth. 
(Laughter.) “TI am not scoring over Mr. de 
Valera now added = Mr. Cosgrave 
humorously, in response to the laughter, “' but 
if we were only tc devote lines to housing 
for the last five years, thirty thousand people 
in Dublin would be worse off for housing than 
they are at the present moment.”’ (Applause. ) 
Observing that all powers come to the people 
from God Presider’ Cosgrave went on to 
say that Parliament exercising that power for 
the people, had passed certain Jaws, and one 
of them gave pewenis to jurors to decide many 
grave issues, and op the jurors rested a great 
responsibility. 

** Recently,’’ he continued, “ an attack was 
made on a juryman. A witness was shot. Do 
the howlers stand fc» that’ Is there anv man 
immoral enough to how! here for the shooting 
of a juryman : : 

““Shameless as thev are,” declared the 
speaker, looking towards the section oí the 
crowd that was making the disturbance, “I 
do not think that they are sufficiently shame- 
less to stand for thet. 


WITNESSES AND JURORS. 


“ Imagine what the position is going to beif 
the riguts and authority of a juryman are to 
be shaken in this country. We are prepared 
pere—Vyr. O’Hiygins and this Government— 
to take any and every necessary step to deal 
with every person who tries to interfere with 
& wittess or a juryman. .(Applanse.) 

“As it too much to ask the people who 
have changed their minds; indeed, who have 
been doing nothing else for the jast five vears, 
to stand for the same thing’ They will not 


do it yet, because it would be a disgraceful! 
thing 1f it should go out that there was one 
political patty in this country afraid or 
ashamed to do its duty in respect’ of its 
couris.”’ 

Repiying to appeals that were being made 
for unity, President Cosgrave asked what was 
meant by unity. Seven years ago, he said, 
we put the issue to the people, whether they 
would accept the Treaty with Britain. Have 
the peop'e a right to decide that question? If 
they have that right, we are not going to 
unite with anybody to rob them of it. We 
are going to stand against any and every 
party in this country that seeks to rob the 
people of the prescriptive right to decide that 
and every other question. (Cheers.) 


THE OPPOSITION’S WORK. 


We are attacked because we have not 
done more for housing, the unemployed 
and for industry. What have our opponents 
done or what do they propose to do? The 
only thing that I have heard of in connection 
with the vhole of their work in the last 
three or four years is the starting of a 
newspaper. The whole of their energies here 
and in America have been directed towards 
getting a morning newspaper. We have 
quite enough newspapers in the country at 
the moment. Let them start some work for 
the people with their £100,000 if they can 
get jt—I say, if they can get it. ‘‘ Whenever 
there is a troublesome question,’’ he con- 
tinued, *‘ their solution is to set up a board. 
They want a Housing Board to solve the 
housing question, and when a question of 
economy arose the other day one of them 
said he would get a number of accountants 
to examine the work of every Government 
department. 
sponsibility. 

‘We have a man here who will not shelve 
responsibility—a man who comes from a 
family to which this country owes much. 
No man in the State worked harder for 
peace amd for the security and prosperity of 
his country than Dr. O’Higgins’s late 
brother, God rest him. It is not for that 
reason that I ask you to support Dr. O’Hig- 
gins, but because ha is an honest man who 
will he true to the people, and will work 
untiringly to keep the name, fame, and 
honour of this country high, and because he 
will stand up against every abuse, whether 
it be the armed man or the howler at a 
political meeting. Seven years ago shots 
were fired at platforms, and roads, streets, 
and railroads were torn up to prevent people 
from coming to public meetings. To-day the 
roacs, streets, and railways are free, and if 
we had dor no other work during the last 
five years than to discipline those fighting 
ac st the people’s will, I say that was 
something to be proud of. Unless you have 
peace, ordered conditions, and stable govern- 
ment, you cannot hope to have prosperity. 
Dr. O’Higgins stands for these things, and 
I hope that North Dublin will give evidence 
of its sound judgment in returning him.” 
(Applause. )

BERKELEY ROAD MEETING. 


Mr. J. Seumas Nolan presided at the 
Cumann na nGaedheal meeting held in 
Berkeley road yesterday morning in support 
of Dr. O’Higgins. There was a good attend- 
ance. 

Mr. J. N. Qolan, T.D., said that, from the 
way that Fianna Fail party spoke on the 
unemployment problem, one would think 
that there were no people but those unem- 

loyed in this city. They would think that 

resident Cosgrave’s Government had been 
idle during the Jast six years, and that no 
attention had been given to the housing pro- 
blem or to the development of industries. 
The Government did not maintain in this 
election that the affairs of the city were in a 
perfect state. He claimed, however, that 
the proportion of unemployment in Dublin 
was less than in any other city of its kind 
in England, Scotland, Wales or Ireland.

The members of the 
Fianna Fail Party, who maintained that thev 
loved Ireland, and who were now seeking the 
votes of the people, showed their love and 
regard by destroying a good deal of what 
was dear to the country. 

Mr. ©. G. Esmonde, T.D., said that every 
member of the Fianna Fail Party had a 
polic of his own. For instance, Mr. Seau 
r, Ó'Eeily had the policy of Job; Mr. 
Lemass had the policy of Jacob, while Mr.

Oscar Traynor, the Fianna Fail ean 
didate, asked what had the present Covern- 
ment done during the past seven years in the 
way of passing ameliorative legislation for 
the uplifting of the people of Dubiin; or of 
the country generally. 

Mr. Robert Briscoe, T.D., said thut the 
Government had made no provision in this 
year’s estimate for relief works to lessen the 
uumber of the unemployed.

Notwithstanding the utmost efforts of 
the police and postal authorities, no trace 
had been discovered up to last night of 
the perpetrators of a mysterious mailbag 
robbery in County Antrim. 

A bag, despatched by the early train on 
Friday last from Belfast for Glenary, 
failed to reach its destination. It con- 
tained, in addition to ordinary mail 
matter, a number of registered letters 
and about £60 for the payment of old age 
pensions in Glenary district. The 
Crumlin police were at once informed, 
and, in concert with the postal officials, 
instituted diligent ig an all those con- 
cerned with the handling of the bag being 
questioned, without, however, throwing 
any light upon the manner of its dis- 
appearance. 

About a year ago a similar robbery 
was perpetrated, the bag in that case 
being consigned to Crumlin. It was later 
found in a field without its more valu- 
able contents, and no one was brought to 
book for the theft.

KNOCKED DOWN BY HIS OWN 
VEHICLE. 

Yesterday on the road between Croom and 
Charleville, at a place called Rourke’s Cross. 
a bus conductor named Peter Kearns, aged 
21, lost. his life. The "bus, which belonged 
to the Irish Omnibus Company, was travelling 
from Cork to Limerick, and drew up near 
Rourke’s Cross to deliver a letter which the 
conductor carried. 

The driver had gone a short distance past 
the house to which the letter was addressed. 
and Kearns jumped off. In the backing of 
the vehicle he was struck hy the rear por. 
tion and knocked down, and the wheels 
passed over his body. 

When picked up he was in a critical con- 
dition, and was taken to the County Hospi- 
tal at Croom, where he died soon after ad- 
mission. 

Kearns was a native of Limerick, and had 
been conductor with the company for the 
past two years.

MOTOR TRANSPORT’S SHARE. 


The increase in road costs, due to motor 
traffic, is more than made good by the motu 
taxes, Mr. £. A. Wallen writes in the course 
of a statement cn this subject. Pointing out 
that roads are paid for partly out of the 
proceeds of the motor taxes and partly out cf 
the rates, he quotes from official returns the 
following amounts as paid respectively from 
these two sources :—

These figures show, Mr. Wallen remarks, 
that whereas the receipts from motor taxation 
are increasing rapidly, the payment from the 
rates is actnally £231,000 less than it was six 
years ago, and the present suggestion for in 
creasing the taxation by means of a mileage 
tax on motor omnibuses is unwarrantable. 
The number of motor omnibuses in the 
Free State is shown as follows :—-In 1925— 
73; 1926—131; 1927—256; 1928-650. Motor 
transport, Mr. Wallen contends, already 1s 
paying its full share of road costs, and any 
further increase in the burdens thrown upon 
it cannot but aggravate the already serious 
problem of unemployment. 


DERRY FACTORY FIRE. 


An outbreak of fire occurred in the shirt 
and collar factory of Messrs. Lillis and 
Henderson, Foyla road, Londonderry, early 
last Saturday morning; but save for the burn- 
ing of a small part of the ceiling in one of 
the shirt departments and damage by water 
to material in two rooms in the collar de- 
partment, the loss is not serious. 

This was due to the early discovery of the 
outbreak by Mr. W. J. Stirling. General 
Secretary of the Londonderry Y.M.C.A., who 
is also a local scoutmaster.

DUNDALK» MURDER 
RECALLED. 


SUSPECTS ARRESTED 
AFTER TWO YEARS. 


The shooting of an unarmed sailor in a 
Dundalk pubiic-house, when three masked 
men raided the shop and. vitied the till more 
than two years ago, is recalled by arrests 
which were made last Friday and Saturday 
nights. | 

Following the arrest in Southampton of a 
young fireman who was aboard the Union 
Castle Line vessel, the Balmoral Castle, there 
was great activity among the Civic Guards 
in Dundalk on Friday night and throughout 
Saturday. In Southampton a man, Mathew 
Connolly, had been taken into custody on a 
charge of murdering John Doyle in Dundalk 
on August 20th last. By the mail train on 
Friday night an escort from Anne street 
Barracks left to take back the man. Later 
in the night the Guards took into custody a 
young man, Henry McArdle, of John street, 
Dundalk. McArdle was arrested on the 
street. Later they visited the house of 
another young man, James Collins, of Moor- 
land, Dundalk, and brought him to Anne 
Street Barracks. The two men were detained 
all the day. ie 

The cause for the delay in bringing the 
young men to trial became apparent on Satur- 
day night. When the Margaret Lockington, 
a coal boat owned by a local firm of coal im- 
porters, arrived at Dundalk quays from 
Liverpool, a party of Civic Guards boarded 
the vessel and took into custody a young 
seaman who was a member of the crew. He 
was Patrick Duffy. of Castletown road. 

SPECIAL COURTS. 

Duffy was taken to Bridge Street Barracks. 
where a series of special courts was held by 
Mr. Felix McGee, Peace Commissioner. 

The first tried was Collins. . He was 
charged with having, on August 20, 1926, 
feloniously murdered John Doyle at Seatown. 
On a second count he was charged with 
having conspired with McArdle, Duffy and 
Mathew Connolly to murder Doyle. 

An application for bail was refused, and 
the accused man was remanded in custody. 

Duffy was next put forward. When the 
charge was preferred against him he said, 
‘*] never was near the place in my lifetime.’’ 

He was remanded in custody. 

Henry McArdle was then put forward. 
McArdle when taken into custody by Ser- 
geant Bohane made a statement, in which he 
said that on the night of the shooting he 
had been at Blackrock dancing with several 
companions. When they arrived home in 
Dundalk, Guard Bracken met them, ques- 
tioned them and searched them, and allowed 
them to go home. 

THE NIGHT OF THE SHOOTING. 

Mr. Coffey, solicitor for the accused m:n, 
Said that it was foolish to suggest that the 
defendant knew anything about the out- 
raceous murder which had been committed, 
and the statement he made to the Guards on 
the nicht of the shooting was exactly the 
statement he made now. He asked for bail. 

Superintendent O'Byrne objected to. any 
bail, and the defendant also was remanded 
in custody. 

John Doyle was a well-known seafaring 
man, who had sailed round the world on 
many occasions. He was extremely popular 
in his native district, and had no enemies. 
No motive could ever be assigned for his 
death, except that possibly he stood in the 
way of those who sought loot from a public- 
house. At the inquest the Coroner’s jury 
brought in a verdict of “ wilful murder 
against a person or persons unknown,” and 
denounced the crime.

JERVIS STREET HOSPITAL 
IMPHOVEMENTS. 

An appeal ‘for financial help for Jervis 
Street Hospital, Dublin, was made by Mr. 
Cecil Stapleton, Hon. Treasurer to the 
hospital, at an '' At Home “ organised by the 
Executive Committee, and which was held in 
the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, last might. 

Dr. H. W. Mason, who presided, said that 
recently large improvements and extensions 
had to be carried out, with the result that the 
institution was heavily in debt. 

Mr. C. G. Stapleton, Hon. Treasurer, said 
that they had to build and equip an operating 
theatre; the building cost £8,000 and the 
equipment £1,500. On the medical side they 
had to instal a modern cardiograph and to 
replace an antiquated X-Ray apparatus. The 
new X-Ray apparatus cost about £2,000, and 
to house it properly cost another £5,000. A 
modern pathological department also had tc 
he added, which cost a further £3,000 to 
build and equip. 

THE NEW WING. 

Further, they had added an entirely new 
wing, in which they proposed to find 
accommodation for the Sisters of Charity 
attached to the hospital, and for the resident 
students and the house surgeons, This would 
enable them to put an extra fifty to seventy 
beds in the top floor of the hospital proper, 
which had hitherto been occupied by the nuns. 
It would be essential to build a Nurses’ Home 
in the near future, 

Their donations from patients, he added, 
were a very trivial item in their monthly 
returns. e regarded it as a very great 
slander on Jervis Street Hospital to call it 
a '“ pay hospital.”’ 

Dr. Mason stated than in May an hospital 
week would be held and an intensive cam- 
paign begun to raise funds.

THE FARMER’S EDUCATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—In view of the vital importance to the 

Free State of increased agricultural produc- 
tion, it would be of great interest if some 
comparative statistics could be given indicat- 
ing the extent to which agriculture and 
agricultural education are encouraged by the 
Government as compared with industry and 
industrial technical education. I believe, pro- 
bably ignorantly, that agriculture is a far 
more skilled trade, requiring a longer ap- 
prenticeship and a sounder basis of education, 
than almost any other. It is the basic in- 
dustry of the country, and it is, therefore, 
pertinent to enquire what is being done to 
improve it, 

Has the Government sent a commission to 
Denmark, France, Germany or Italy to ascer- 
tain what steps these countries have recently 
taken to increase the productivity of their 
lands? Has any scheme been considered for 


increasing the number of agricultural scholar- 


ships, and should not at least ten agricultural 
scholarships be given in every county 
annually, so that, assuming a four years’ 
course, at least a thousand young farmers 
would be growing up with broadened minds 
and a sound knowledge of what first-class 
farming consisted in? H our agricultural 
exports are in the neighbourhood of 
£35,000,000 per annum, would it be ex- 
travagant to spend £200,000 on agricultural 
education’? Should not at least £1,000 per 
county be given every year in prizes for the 
best kept and most productive farms, irre- 
spective of size? Are our experimental farms 
sufficient in size and adequately staffed, and 
are the staff adequately paid? What steps of 
& practical nature are taken to spread new 
and improved breeds of wheat, oats, potatoes, 
etc., throughout the country’ What is done 
in the way of letting the young generation of 
coming farmers thoroughly absorb the lessons 
of the admirable exhibits of the Department 
of Agriculture and Industry at the Spring 
Show? Are parties of farmers’ sons from the 
country districts brought up to the Show? 

In your correspondence columns it is men- 
tioned that the price of farm produce has only 
increased by Mi cent., while the cost, cí 
living has increased 70 per cent. Tariffs can 
do nothing except increase the cost of living, 
but a highly productive land will reduce the 
cost, and reduce it substantially.- Yours,

TYRONE SCHOOLS’ NURSE. 


CRITICISM OF EDUCATION ACT. 


Last Saturday the Omagh Regional 
Education Committee discussed the appoint- 
ment of an area nurse to carry into effect 
the recommendations of the schools’ medical 
officer. 

Mr. 8. Shankleton said that a respectable 
father or mother would hunt the nurse. It 
was a disgrace that such a person was re- 
quired, 

Mr. R. J. Wilson said that they had to 
take things as. they found them. In point 
of view of policy, he was strongly opposed 
to the creation of any new offices. In country 
distr’ -is especially, he believed, the nurse 
would be of great service to the poor. The 
nurse could only advise them to carry out 
the recommendations. She could not compel 
them. It was the duty of parents to look 
after their children without the expenditure 
of public money to force them. 

Mr. M. Lynch said that he did not like 
the whole Act, but the Committee was there 
to administer it to the best advantage. 

Mr. Moses Stewart said that the Education 
Act was the most expensive one they had 
to deal with. 

It was decided to appoint an area nurse 
at a salary of £120, with travelling expenses.

SERMON AT CHRIST CHURCH 
CATHEDRAL. 


The series of sermons, in connection with 
the Church of Ireland Home Mission Society, 
on ‘‘ Christian Fundamentals,’’ was con- 
tinued yesterday afternoon at Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, when the Rev. E. C.

Through Him only they gained al! the best 
ef life. He was the great exponent of what 
life could be, and the great Leader to what 
life could attain.

“ CHEAP PROPAGANDIST 
FICTIONS,’ SAYS MR. DE 
VALERA. 


With reference to certain statements by 
Mr. Winston Churchill in the final volume of 
his memoirs, ' The World Crisis: The After- 
math,” Mr. de Valera has issued the follow- 


3 Mr. Charchill’s account of my interviews 
with Sir James Craig and Mr. Lloyd George 
is fantastically inaccurate. Sir James Craig 
did not meet me at my headquarters. The 
interview was a comparatively short one, and 
the only historical matter discussed was the 
circumstances in which the Act of Union was 
passed, and these merely by way of reply to 
Sir James Craig’s contention that Ireland 
was morally bound by that Act. 

‘I never met Sir James Craig in London. 
I was quite willing to meet Sir James Craig 
in Jreland, but I refused to enter any Joint 
conference with him and British Ministers 
in London. Apart from auy question of 
principle, the game the British Government 
intended to play, had I been willing to do 
50, was quite obvious. 

‘* As regards the conference with Mr. Lloyd 
George, I met him subsequent to the Truce, 
not before it. No one else was present at 
our conversations, and therefore the incident 
described by Mr. Churchill, in which he 
represents Mr. Art O’Brien and me as dis- 
cussing in English what the Irish equivalent 
for the word ‘republic’ might be, whilst 
Mr. Lloyd George and his Secretary, Mr. 
Jones, in contrast, were holding a conversa- 
tion in Welsh, simply could not have oc- 
curred, and did not occur. 

“ Mr. Lloyd George did ask me what the 
Irish word for ‘ republic” was, and intro- 
duced the question by stating that they had 
no native word for it in Welsh. I told him 
that the word ‘ypoblacht* had been used 
originally, but that finally ‘ saorstat’ had 
been adopted. He asked me for the literal 
meaning of the latter, and I gave it. 

“I did not present any document, 
‘lengthy’ or otherwise; and as for Mr, 
Lloyd George’s play-acting at our first inter- 
view being impressive, it was too patent to 
deceive even a child. 

‘* Judging by the published extracts deal- 
ing with the matters of which I have first- 
hand personal knowledge, I can only conclude 
that Mr. Churchill’s book is mere ‘ dubAairt 
sé ddbhairt sé,’ and that he was more in- 
terested in producing a volume of cheap 
propagandist fictions than a work of his- 
torical accuracy.”

JUDGE ON NEED FOR CHANGE 
IN THE LAW, 

Nellie Martin (18), Robertstown, was bound 
over at Naas last Saturday, charged with 
conceaiment of birth. 

Mr. Lanphier, solicitor, for the accused

Judge Devitt said that he could only ex- 
press the hope that the law might be changed, 
and that in future there should be the same 
treatment meted out to the man as to the 
woman, as each contributed to the cause 
leading to the commission of the offence. 
The man should at least bear the expense 
involved. 
| Very often there was a frightful waste of 
infant life, and it, was to prevent this that 
the law insisted that there should be no con- 
cealment of birth, and so to secure life against 
secret murder or assassination. Society should 
see that this shali not be tolerated,

Miss Charlotte Coad, The Strand, deposed 
that she missed her dog near Cooke’s on 23rd 
January. He returned with his side daubed 
with tar 

Mrs. Ethel Lanigan, Gibraltar terrace, said 
that her grey pom was tarred on 24th 
January. 

Cross-examined , she said that he wags 
tarred a second time, and his head was sore. 

Mr. Edward Fitzgerald, McCurtainstown, 
said that his small male fox terrier was tarred 
on Slst January on the head, jaws, and both 
eyes. He could not go near the animal for 
some days, during which the dog was whin- 
ing. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that he 
knew everything about Cooke, being his god- 
father. He was respectable till he got into 
bad company. 

Mr. Robert Atkins, Strand Palace, said 
that his black and white sheep dog was tarred 
across the eyes and ears. He removed it 
with paraffin. 7 

‘The defendant said that he kept a female 
dog in a kennel in his garden. He tarred it 
in January, but the weather was bad and it 
did not dry quickiv The dogs might have 
got messec with the tar. He did not do any 
act to any deg to cause it injury. 

The defendant was fined £5 in respect of 
Miss Foley’s dog, the Justice holding that 
there was no prooi in the other cases.

Jt is announced to-day that the late 
IIonourable Henry Bournes Higgins, 
Justice oí the High Court oí Australia, 
left a legacy of £20,000 to the Royal Irish 
Academy. Judge Higgins, who was a son 
of a clergyman of the Church of Ireland, 
went to Australia, as a youth nearly sixty 
years ago. He graduated at the University 
of Melbourne, and enjoyed a notable 
career as a jurist. When the Federal Con- 
vention sat in the late ‘nineties he was a 
member for the State of Victoria. He 
was Alttorney-General for the Common- 
wealth’ in 1904, and President of the 
Commonwealth Court of Conciliation and 
Arbitration from 1907 to 1921. His hie 
in the young Dominion thus was as active 
as it was honourable, but it is evident 
that he never forgot the land of his birth. 
It is difficult to conceive any finer tribute 
that a successful son of Ireland could ‘pay 
to the motherland than the endowment of 
native learning. Whatsoever our island 
possesses to inspire pride in her offspring, 
and to give her the title of a mother 
country, may be said to be symbolised In 
the Royal Irish Academy, a body which 
cultivates the traditions of the past, as the

and a half have ‘since the 
Royal Irish Academy was founded, 
and during that period it has been 
the channel through which many 
of the finest achievements of Irishmen in 
the works of the intellect have been com- 
municated to the world.

The 
most highly-valued among these docu- 
ments is Lebor na h-Uadhre, or the 
Book of the Dun Cow, as it is called 
from the parchment of which it is com- 
posed. About the end of the eleventh 
century the monks of Clonmacnoise 
compiled this codex, writing into it the 
fabulous story of the invasions by which 
Ireland was peopled, poems attributed to 
St. Columba, and the primitive version 
of the Red Branch epic. It is the oldest 
of surviving manuscripts in the Irish 
language. The camera and printing press 
have multiplied facsimiles of this remark- 
able monument of antiquity; but the 
Academy possesses numbers of manu- 
scripts which as yet are uncopied and 
unedited. Only within the last five years 
has the publication of a catalogue begun, 
so that the precise measure of the 
Academy's wealth in manuscript 
maverials still is unknown, save, perhaps, 
to some few masters of research. When 
writing on the Historical Manuscripts 
Commission which has been established 
by the Government of the Free State 
we said that it ought to see that 
the publication of the corpus of Irish 
literary and historical remains was 
accomplished. ‘We may hope, perhaps, 
that the Academy, in whose custody so 
large a portion of that corpus lies, will 
find itself assisted by its new endowment 
towards the completion of its catalogue 
and the publication of some of its 
treasures. While so much of the record 
of the Irish past lies in manuscript, the 
writing of a proportionate history of 
Ireland must remain impossible, and 
many an honourable name, many a noble 
thought, must lie in oblivion. 

Judge Higgins’s legacy is the more 
notable since the virtue of magnificentia 
has not been conspicuous among latter- 
day Irishmen. The people of the Old 
World are commonly disposed to think of 
ithe wealthy men of America with some 
distaste. Nevertheless, American wealth 
is not put exclusively to vulgar uses, and 
there are frequent tidings of lavish endow- 
ments to universities and gifts of picture 
galleries to cities. We do not find, how- 
ever, that the donors, when of Irish blood, 
reveal any remembrance of the land that 
bore them, nor need we hope for muni- 
ficence towards Ireland till those who grow 
wealthy in America think of Ireland as 
did Judge Higgins, with an enlightened 
regard. Almost week by week news comes 
from England of splendid gifts by 
individuals to the nation. Parks, great

| houses, ancient monuments, works of art 
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are added to the public wealth in such 
profusion that the finding of funds for 
their custody becomes something of 
a State problem. For the apparent 
absence of a like generosity among Irish 
people some explanation may be found in 
the treatment that has been accorded in 
the past to liberality. The late Sir Hugh 
Lane wished to enrich Dublin with master- 
pieces of modern art, and Dublin, for a 
time, all but spurned his gift. The wanton- 
ness by which the records stored in the 
Four Courts were scattered in ashes gave 
small encouragement to those who fain 
would contribute to the country’s store 
of documents. It would be well if 
Judge Higgins’s gift should stir in 
educated Irishmen at home and abroad 
the determination to re-create a store- 
house of national. records. In this respect 
Northern Ireland, with a well organised 
Record Office, to which Ulstermen at 
home and abroad have contributed docu- 
ments, has set a fine example.

The Rugby Season. 


At Ravenhill-‘on Saturday Ireland drew 
with Wales, thus bringing to a conclusion 
another Rugby season. Never in the last 
thirty years has a season been followed 
with such interest by the general public. 
The Irish teqm’s great victory over Eng- 
land at Twickenham seemed to convert the 
whole country to Rugby football, and the 
enormous crowd that attended the Scots 
match at Lansdowne road had no parallel 
in Ireland’s football history. Defeat on 
that occasion robbed Ireland of the Triple 
Crown, thus shattering the hopes of 
thousands who had looked forward with 
joy to an unbroken series of Irish victories. 
Consequently, the match at Belfast on 
Saturday was in the nature of an anti- 
climax; for Scotland’s victory brought 
something like despair in its train. Never- 
theless, the crowd ‘at’ Ravenhill broke al] 
previous ‘‘ records’’ for the ground, and 
one trembles to imagine what would have 
happened if the Irishmcn had won at 
Lansdowne road. Ireland finishes the 
season with a highly creditable record. 
Victories against France and England, a 
draw with Wales, and a solitary defeat by 
Scotland give her five points in the inter- 
national championship out oí a possible 
Wales has precisely the same 
number of points, while England, with 
two matches to play, has two, and Scot-

land, with one match to play, has a like 
If England should beat France 
and draw with Scotland, all four home 
countries will finish the season with the 
same number of points. If Scotland beats 
Jj:ngland she will win the championship 
With six points, while English victories at 
Murrayfield and Colombes will place Eng- 
land at the head of the list. The most 
interesting feature of the season, from the 
Irish point of view, has been the enormous 
growth of interest in the game. After the 
war many people feared that Rugby never 
would recover its old position in Ireland. 
During the last few years, however, not 
only has the Irish team distinguished 
itself, but the number of its supporters 
has increased almost beyond measure. No 
other game can attract such huge crowds. 
Even Croke Park never has seen a throng 
to compare with that at Lansdowne road 
a fortnight ago, and there is every reason 
to anticipate that, even with the high 
price of stand tickets, next year will bring 
a yet greater gathering to see the match 
against England. Furthermore—and this 
is even a More encouraging sign—the game 
is being played with enthusiasm through- 
out the country. Virtually every country

town now has its Rugby team, and, if the 
present rate of progress continues, Dublin 
and Belfast soon will be forced to look to 
their laurels.

Tourist Traffic, 


Germany, ‘with characteristic thorough- 
ness, is attempting to. “fationa]lise”' 
tourist propaganda. A German institute 
has been established to investigate data 
concerning tourist traffic from all parts of 
the world. Statistics will be collected 
which wil] show how much time and money 
foreign travellers spend in Germany in 
transport, hotels and shops. It is 
intended also to have short courses in 
which those who are interested specially 
in the tourist traffic wil] receive useful 
instruction. Hotel employés, railway 
officials and others will be taught the im- 
portant distinctions of taste and tempera- 
ment between visitors of different nation- 
alities. The ideal traveller, no doubt, 
should be prepared to leave his national 
tastes and prejudices behind him and to 
conform to the customs of the country in 
which he finds himself, but few people are 
ideal travellers. The German institute 
proposes to make allowances for the in- 
sularity of the islander ard the ‘‘ hustle’’ 
of the American. It is significant that a 
great country like Germany, which has so 
many important industries, considers 
tourisme to be worth such serious study. 
Perhaps, it is possible to overdo the 
“‘rationalisation’’ of modern travel. 
Organisation, however, undoubtedly is the 
key to.success in development of the tourist 
industry. In these days of strenuous 
competition between renowned ‘“‘ beauty 
spots’’ it is not sufficient to leave this 
development to chance. France, Ger- 
many, Switzerland and other continental 
countries derive a very large annual 
revenue from foreign visitors, but a great 
part of this. revenue is due to skilled 
organisation. Not until recently have the 
potentialities of tourist traffic been 
appreciated fully in these islands, but such 
slogans as ‘‘ Come to Britain ”' and “‘ See 
Ireland -First’’ now are becoming quite 
familiar in America and on the Continent. 
When we consider: that several countries 
derive revenues which run into seven 
figures from tourist’ traffic the Irish 
Tourist Association’s hope of a £3,000,000 
season in 1929 does not appear by any 
means to be fantastic. Ireland’s scenic, 
antiquarian and sporting amenities are 
sufficiently remarkable to attract many 


thousands. of . the -travelling public, 
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Exploration by Air. 

Few regions of the earth’s surface are 
more inhospitable than Northern Canada. 
It often has been surmised that great 
snow-bound lands in the North-West 
Territory hold immense mineral treasures, 
and there have been tantalising Indian 
stories of fabulous riches near or beyond 
the Arctic Circle. Prospecting according 
to the old methods in this region scarcely 
would be an economic proposition, but a 
systematic attempt now will be made to 
survey the territory by air. Arrange- 
ments have been completed to survey 
about 60,000 square miles of the North- 
West Territory during the coming 
summer. The method which was adopted 
during preliminary surveys Jast year was 
to fly over the area, carrying an expert 
geologist, who inspects the terrain and 
decides whether it is worth while to 
make a further investigation. Promising 
areas are marked on a map, and, shortly 
afterwards, an aeroplane returns to these 
places with prospectors, who are landed 
with supplies. These go over the ground 
on foot, and they are ready with their 
report when the aeroplane returns for 
them some days later. A great deal of 
fruitless labour thus is avoided, and the 
work of many months is performed in a 
few days. Probably, a great part of 
Northern Canada would have remained 
comparatively unknown but for the 
advent of the aeroplane. Distances are 
so great and the summer is so short that 
a complete investigation by the older 
methods must have been delayed for 
generations. A full investigation of these 
regions should help to reveal more fully 
their possibilities as a source of food 
supply. Explorers have spoken of exten- 
sive valleys, even at surprisingly high 
latitudes, rich in vegetation and capable 
of supporting great herds of moose and 
cattle. Alarms are raised periodically 
that the world’s food and mineral sup- 
plies have not kept pace with the increase 
of population. The opening of the North- 
Western Territory by aerial exploration, 
if expectations are realised, should do 
something to remove this fear. 


OBITUARY. 
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VISCOUNT FINLAY. 


Viscount Finlay of Nairn died on last 
Saturday ‘night ut his London house, ól 
Phillimore Gardens, W., in his eighty-seventh 
year. He had been ill for several weeks. He 
13 succeeded in the title by his only son, 
Mr. Justice Finlay. 

Viscount: Finlay was for many years the 
oldest judge in active work, certainly In 
Great Britain, 'and probably in the world; for 
in 1921, when he was nearly eighty years 
old, he was elected as the British Member 
of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice established by the League of Nations 
a: The Hague. The Court, which consists of 
eleven judges and four deputy-judges, chosen 
for their high Jegal and moral authority. 
deals by means of opinions and judgments 
with all disputes regarding international law, 
breaches of international obligations, and the 
interpretation of treaties, and its establish- 
ment is regarded in many quarters as the 
most valuable work which the League of 
Nations has accomplished. Lord Finlay took 
a leading part in its decisions, and helped to 
deal with a number of disputes the settle- 
ment of which prevented open breaches 
between the countries concerned. 

Robert Bannatyne Finlay was born on 
July 11th, 1842. the son of an Edinburgh 
physician, Dr. William Finlay. It was at 
first intended that he should enter the medical 
profession, but he was called to the Bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1867, and before long 
had secured a steady practice, becoming a 
Queen's Counse) in 1882. 

Turning to politics, Lord Finlay unsuccess- 
fully contested Haddingtonshire in 1883. but 
two years later he entered the House of 
Commons as Liberal member for the Inverness 
ihstrict. In the Home Rule controversy he 
followed those members of the Liberal Party 
who went against Mr. Gladstone, and in 1886 
it was as a Unionist that he was re-elected. 

Lord Finlay became Solicitor-General in 
1895 and Attorney-General in 1900. When 
Mr. Lloyd George became Prime Minister and 
formed his first Coalition Administration in 
1916, Lord Finlay was given the distinguished 
office of Lord Chancellor, and held this for 
over two years, until, in fact, hostilities had 
been ended. On his retirement he was given 
a Viscounty. He declined the pension to 
which he was entitled, like all former Lord 
Chancellors. 

Lord Finiay married, in 1874, Mary Innes, 
the daughter of an Edinburgh advocate, and 
they had one son, who succeeds, to the titles 
He is Sir William Finlay who was appointed 
a Judge of the King’s Bench Division in 
1924, after a successful career at the Bar. 

_ Mr. Justice Finlay has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Lord Stamfordham. Private 
Secretary to the King :~— 

“ Buckingham Palace. I am commanded to 
express Their Majesties’ sincere condolence 
with you in the loss of vour father. The 
King remembers with gratitude the dis. 
tinguished public services rendered by Lord 
Finlay during the reigns of three successive 
sovereigns.” 

The Funeral Service will take place at St. 
Columba’s Church of Scotland. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL WILLIAM 
ALLARDICE HAMILTON.. 


Lieutenant - Colonel William  Allardice 
Hamilton, whose death took place at Lady- 
smith, Natal, was the younger son of the late 
Colonel George Colquhoun Hamilton, of 
Fergue, Ontario, and great-grandson of Sir 
George Colquhoun of Tillywhan, Baronet. 
Born in 1867, he joined the 2nd Battalion 
Connaught Rangers as Second Lieutenant in 
1889, and served with them till transferred 
on promotion to the Ist Battalion (then in 
South Africa) early in 190). He served 
throughout the South African War with the 
Mounted Infantry of the lst Battalion, 
operating in the Orange Free State, Trans- 
vaal, and Cape Colony, and received the 
Queen’s Medal (three clasps) and the King’s 
Medal (two claspe). He was promoted Major 
in 1910, Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel in 
1915, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in 1916, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1917. In the Great War 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hamilton served witb the 
let. Battalion, being part of the time in com- 
mand. He was present at Messines, 
Armentieres. Ypres, Neuve Chapelle, St. 
Julien, and other storm centres in France, as 
well as in the Eastern war zone, where he 
saw service at Kut-el-Amara and Bagdad. He 
was three times wounded and three times 
mentioned in despatches. He was awarded the 
British and Victory Medals, and the Order 
of the White Eagle, 4th Class, with Sword. 
He retired in 1920 

Always devoted to the interests of the 
“ Rangers,” his death makes a serious breach 
in the ranks of the survivors of that famous, 
but now disbanded, regiment. 


DR. A. FH. J. DUNGAN.

Mr. Davideon warns them to ignore 
letters from ple outside their con- 
stituencies sal. te limit their answers ‘o 
questions to their own electors. 


The Budget. 


The statement of the revenue returns, 
issued weekly, makes it apparent that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in all 
probability, will have quite a substantial 
surplus, possibly running into several 
millions, but this does not promise relief 
for the taxpayer, except in quite minor 
matters. The near approach of the 
election renders a popular Budget a matter 
of importance, but in financial circles it 
is believed that Mr. Churchill will not 
depart in any way from a line that will 
protect the future, hoping that he may 
return to office to deal with a popular 
Budget in better times. It is thought th; 
the only possibilities of a change in 
taxation are in the case of the bookmakers, 
with some slight alleviations for tea 
drinkers and car-owners. 


The Betting Tax. 


Prospects as to Mr. Churchill’s inten- 
tion with regard to the betting duty have 
taken a more definite shape during the 
week-end, and it is believed that repre- 
sentatives of the principal bookmaking 
firms Lave provided Treasury officials with 
much statistical matter relating to the 
subject. The impression is growing that, 
on account of its uncertain revenue, and 
the large scale upon which it has been 
evaded, Mr. Churchill wil] abandon the 
present. system of tax in favour of a 
scheme of graded-Jicences for bookmakers. 
The latter system will enable a much closer 
estimate of its yield to be made than 1s 
the case with the betting duty. 


The King's Frogress. 


The news from Bognor yesterday was 
that it is expected that the King will 
soon be able to get out into the grounds; 
for his advance towards recovery during 
the past few days has been marked. He 
is now able to dress himself, and to move 
about without aid. It is calculated, how- 
ever, that it will be four months before 
he will be fully restored to health, a 
period which will inelude that of tho 
general election. In the circumstances, 
it is quite possible that some definito 
steps to cover the weeks following tho 
wlection will be necessary, since the heal 
of the Government, no matter whether of 
the old or a new, will necessarily have to 
hold many consultations with the King 
or a direct representative. It may be 
decided by the King that a member of tho 
Council of State shall act for him, if he 
is not well enough to bear the fatigue of 
such political business, and, im such an 
event, there might be quite conceivably 
a regency for a few wecks. 


A Heat Wave. 


London had quite a heat wave rester- 
day, and there were several fires on open 
spaces in the suburbs owing to the dry 
nature of the stubble and thickets. The 
temperature soared up in the early after- 
noon until it was really hot and most 
uneomfortable to walk about in winter 
clothing. Yet the hot day was followed 
by a sharp frost throughout the night, 
with the result that this morning early 
the ground was white. A fine dav 
fullowed, however, except that the central 
part of London was clouded by a heavy, 
smoky fog, which lasted all day. 


Londons Valuation, 


The recent valuation of the County of 
Tendon has brought about an increase of 
£627,856 in rateable value, an advance 
only twice exceeded since the Valuation 
Act of 1869 was passed. It is stated that 
the amount would have been even greater 
but for the operation of the Rating and 
Valuation Act of last year, which exempts 
plant and machinery. The great increase 
in value is in the City of Westminster 
with £193,779. the City of London coming 
next with £169,848. The following Metr»- 
politan boroughs have decreases of rate- 
able value: Peplar £44,872, Greenwich 
£11,907, Battersea £11,884, Stepney 
£11,470, Islington £11,116, Fulham 
£8,920, and Deptford £4,187. With the 
exception of Poplar, there would have been 
increases in each of these boroughs but 
for the reductions effected in respect “rí 
machinery no longer rateable. The total 
valuation for 1929 amounts to a gross 
value of £76.156,381, and a rateable value 
of £57,487,535. 


Government's Hospitality. 

Mr. E. E. Beare, who has acted as 
oficial host for .the Government 
Hospitality Fund, has resigned his 
appointment, and vacated the flat which 
he occupied at the Ministry of Transport. 
The fund which he administered was 
established in 1908, and every foreign 
notability who came to London as a quest 
of the Government was entertained 
through its agency. The sum spent during 
the past financiaj) year was £17,000, and 
out of this Mr. Beare received a salary of 
£1,000 per annum. Questions are to be 
put in the House of Commons on Tuesday, 
asking whether the resignation has been 
accepted, and whether Mr. Beare retains, 
or forfeits, his pension rights. 


The Spanish Embassy. 

Next month the Spanish Ambassador 
will move into new quarters in Belgrave 
square. It will be one of the most impos- 
ing Embassies in Londen. It is a huge 
detached house, so placed that it overlooks 
most of the square, and is very hand- 
somely appointed, most of the furniture 
and pictures having been provided br 
King Alfonso, who has taken a great 
interest in the renovation of the premises 
and the furnishing of the rooms. For 
many years the house was the town resi- 
dence of the Marquis of Downshire, until 
it was purchased by the late Lord Pirrie. 


A New Aerodrome. 


A new aerodrome now being constructed 
at Cranford, on the Great West road, 
within easy motoring distance of London, 
will contain many new features. It is 
being equipped as a civilian aerodrome, 


entirely independent of the Roya) Air " 


Force, and in addition to a park for 
privately-owned aircraft, there will be a 
flying school and an aircraft servire 
station. No petrol pumps will be visible. 
but spirit will be available for aeroplanes 
from pipes laid beneath the surface of the 
ground. The Brigade of Guards Flying 
Club will have its headquarters at the new 
aerodrome, and when foggy conditions pre- 
vail at Croydon it is possible that the 
Cranford Aerodrome may' be used as an 
alternative air port for London.

THE DONOR. 

The donor of the £20,000, the Hon. 
Henry Bournes Higgins, Justice of the 
High Court of Australia from 1906, was 
born in Ireland. His father was the Rev. 
John Higgins, and his mother was Anne 
Bournes, daughter of Mr. Henry Bournes, 
of County Mayo. 

“ty, Justice Higgims was educated at 
St. Stephen's Green (Dublin), and 
Newry, and, gouty to Australia in 1870, 
entered the University of Melbourne, 
where he gained several exhibitions and 
s:holarships in classics, history, political 
economy and English literature. 

Jn 1876 he was called to the Victorian 
Bar, and eleven years later was leader 
ot the Equity Bar of Victoria. In .1894 
he was elected to the Legislative Assembly 
for Geelong, and in 1901 he entered the 
Federal. Parliament as member íor 
Northern Melbourne. 


INTEREST IN THE ACADEMY. 

Of his five years’ membership of the 
Federal Parliament, two were. spent as 
Attorney-General for the Commonwealth. 
In 1907 he became President of the 
(ommonwealth Court of Conciliation and 
Arbitration, which high office he filled 
until his death a couple of months ago. 

He was the author of many important 
publications, notably “ The Australian 
Commonwealth Bill ”” and “ A New Pro- 
vince for Law and Order.” 

‘The late judge is survived by his widow 
—-a daughter of Dr. George Morrison, 
of Geelong. One of his sons, Captain 
Mervyn B. Higgins, served with the 
Australian forces in the Great War.. 

Judge Higgins, it is learned, always 
manifested a keen interest in the work of 
the Royal Academy, of which he is under- 
stood to have been an honorary mem Ler. 


144 YEARS OLD. 

The Academy has held a high and 
honoured place among the  Jearned 
societies of the world since its founda- 
lion by charter in 1785. its work is 
divided broadly into three: sections— 
Science, History and Literature, and 
Archwology. 

The Academy possesses the finest collec- 
tion of Irish historical manuscripts in 
existence. The Book of Ballymote, the 
stateliest of all Irish manuscripts, was 
presented to the Academy in the first vear 
of ifs existence by the Chevaiier 
O'Gorman, who was also instrumental] in 
procuring for it the Book of Lecan, the 
most important authority for the early 
history of Ireland, and the Leabhar 
breac, the great repository of ecclesiastical 
traditions. 


PURCHASE OF MSS. 
These volumes formed the nucleus of the 
great’ collection which the Academy now 
possesses, From that time on the 


Academy neglected no opportunity of 
acquiring manuscripts. A purchase on a 
large scale was made in 1843,- when 227 
manuscript volumes were bought from 
Messrs. Hodges. and Smith for 1,250 
guineas—this sum, which was far beyond 
the slender resources of the Academy, 
being provided by a grant from the British 
Government, supplemented by public sub- 
scription, with a contribution from the 
Academy’s funds. 


1,200 MSS. 

Among the volumes those acquired was 
the Leabhar na Huidhre, the oldest manu- 
script in the Irish language, now extant. 

As lately as 1907 the Liber Flavus 
Fergusiorum, a. vellum -MS. of the 
fiiteenth century, was added to the 
Library. The total number of Irish 
manuscripts which the Academy now pos- 


sesses is over 1,200, of which 45 are in. 


vellum, ranging in date from the early 
twelfth to the later sixteenth century, the 
rest being on paper aud belonging to the 
seventeenth, eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries. 

This great ‘collection surpasses in 
number and importance al] other collec- 
tions of Irish MSS. put together. 


FAMOUS IRISH SCHOLARS. 

In the.membership roll of the Academy 
figure some of the most eminent names in 
Irish scholarship: John O'Donovan and 
Eugene O’Curry: William «Reeves, author 
of a series of works, among which his 
edition of Adamnan’s Vita S. Columbae is 
the most famous’; George Petrie, author of 
the celebrated treatises on the Round 


Towers and Antiquities of Tara; James 


Henthorn Todd, who wrote the “Life of 
St. Patrick,” .and. edited ‘the Liber 
Hymnorum and ‘‘ Wars of the Gaels and 
Danes’’ ; Samuel Ferguson, best known as 
a poet, but eminent also as a scholar; 
Charles Graves,’ who devotéd himself. to 
the study of Ogham writing; Whitley 
Stokes, Patrick W, Joyce, Edmund Hogan, 
Kuno Meyer, etc. 

It was a group of these men that 
founded, in. 1840, the Irish Archmological 
Society, which may be regarded as an off- 
shoot of the Academy, and which published 
a series of twenty-two volumes devoted io 
Jrish literature and history. 


THE MUSEUM. 

The . Academy’s services to Irish 
archeology can hardly be overestimated. 
Realising the. importance of forming a 
museum for the preservation. of national 
antiquities it had made by the enterprise 
and generosity of its members as early as 
1839 a splendid nucleus for a collection. 
To-day the collection of the Royal ‘Irish 
Academy is admittedly one of the most 
important in Europe, its great wealth in 
prehistoric antiquities of yold and bronze, 
and in those of the Christian period, sur- 
passing that of. most national museums. 


NATIONAL ANTIQUITIES. 

Tt is undoubted that but for the fore- 
sight and generosity of its members in the 
early days there would have been no 
collection cf national antiquities in 
Dublin, and that the great collection of 
gold ornamenis, the Cross of Cong, the 
Ardagh chalice and the bell-shrine of St. 
Patrick would either have been melted 
down or have passed into the possession of 
foreign museums or private collectors. 

The Academy has also made notable 
additions to ‘knowledge in mathematics 
and physics and has greatly advanced the 
knowledge of the natural history and 
resources of Ireland. 

Judge Higgins’s generous bequest will 
probably enable: it to. undertake fresh 
enterprises. .

MYSTERY. 
WRECKAGE FOUND 
AT SEA. 


EX-PILOT: LUST AT SEA 
“IN A MIST. 


The German steamer Margot yesterday 
arrived at Hull from Harlingen, Holland, 
carrying a portion of the wreckage cf a 
two-seater light aeroplane which she re- 
ported having picked up sixty miles west 
of Terschelling. No one was found on the 
derelict machine, part of which broke 
away when attempts were made to lift it 
on board ; but it is thought to have been 
of British make, as instructions to the 
pilot were found printed in English. The 
body of the machine bore the marking, 
“D.H. 11365,” and on the wings were the 
letters “ GAABA.” 


MISSING FROM NOTTINGHAM. 
The wreckage is thought to be that of a 


-light aeroplane which left the Nottingham 


Aero Club’s aerodrome at Hucknall] at 
about 11.20 o'clock on. Saturday morning, 
and which has since been reported missing. 
It was piloted by a member of the Club 
named Peacey, whose home is in Derby. 
How the machine came to be over the 
North Sea is a mystery. “ We are abso- 
lutely mystified,’’ said a member of the 
Club to a Press Association reporter yes- 
terday, “and up to the moment all we 
know is that the wreckage has been found, 
So far as we know, when Mr. Peacey went 
up yesterday his intention was to do local 
flying pure and simple. Although he had 
only been a member of our Club for three 
or four months, Mr. Peacey was an ex- 
perienced aviator, and had, I believe, seen 
service with the Royal Air Force during 
the war.” 

The Press Association was informed by 
an ‘official of the Club that it had been 
definitely established that the wrecked 
machine was that of the Club. Mr. Peacey 
was flying alone. 

Terschelling is an island off the coast 
of Holland, and the point where the 
wreckage was picked up is about 150 miles 
from Nottingham. 


LOST IN THE MIST. 

Mr. <A. C.- Peacey,s who lived at 
St. Thomas’s road, Derby, left Hucknall 
Aerodrome, Nottingbam, at 1145 on 
Saturday morning, flying ore of the Club’s 
De Havilland Moth aeroplanes, and carry- 
ing petrol supplies for between two and 
three hours, When evening came and he 
had not returned, the Club communicated 
with the Air Ministry and the police, but 
it was not until yesterday that they learnt 
that the wreckage of the machine had been 
towed into Hull. 

Mr. David Rushworth, Chairman of the 
Nottingham Aero Club, said to a Press 
Association reporter yesterday that, he 
assumed that Mr. Peacey intended to fly 
to ‘the «headauarters of the Leeds Acro 
Club, near Selby. If this was so. how- 
ever, he must have horne to the right and 
got over the sea. where, it is presumed, 
that he was lost in the mist. 

This is the second reroplane lost bv the 
Nottingham Aero Club. On Aueust 22nd 
Jast Captain Blake and Tieutenant 
Richardson, fiving a De Havilland Moth, 
presented by Sir Harold Bowden. met with 
disaster:on the flying ground. Both men 
were killed, and the machine was destroyed 
by fire, 

Mr. Peacey, who is an ex-officer of the 
Royal Air Force, is a married man, with 
a youre daughter. He joined the Notting- 
ham Flying Club in December last. 


AIR PILOT’S FALL. 


MACHINE WRECKED. 

An aeroplane pilot, Mr. H. F. Mase, a 
New Zealander, who is a member of the 
Hampshire Aeroplane Club, was badly 
injured, and hig machine completely 
wrecked, inacrash-at Fornham St. Martin, 
near Bury St. Edmunds, yesterday after- 
noon. : : 

Lieutenant-Colonel Long, who lives at 
Hall Farm, about four hundred yards 
away, heard the engine running badly and 
the terrific crash which followed. He ran 
out, and found the machine a complete 
wreck and Mase pinned in the wreckage. 
Five men were needed to extricate the 
pilot. 

Although the petrol tank burst, the 
machine did not catch fire. Mase was re- 
moved to the West Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St. Edmunds. 

Mr. Mase is a native of Norwich. where 
his father lives. He had been flying in 
Australia, and came to England some time 
ago in connection with aviation matters. 
He lives at Hamble, near Southampton. 

Mr. Mase arrived at Norwich Aerodrome 
at 6.30 on Saturday evening. flying a 
demonstration machine, and Jeft again at 
three o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

It was stated at the hospital last night 
that he is suffering from bruises and con- 
cussion.

500-MILE FRONT. 


ADVANCE BY 
GENERAL CALLES.. 


300 MEN LOST. 


From “Tug Times ” Conresponnent. 
NEW YORK, Sunday 
The Mexican Government, with exten- 
sive help in the shape of munitions and 
supplies from the United States Govern- 
ment, is preparing to crush the insurrec- 
tion, if possible, within the next few days. 
A force of 18,000 Federal men, under 
Géneral Calles, the former President, who 
is now Minister for War, has advanced 
from Trapuate to the town of Zacatecas, 
with its right wing at Monterey, in the 
State of Nuevo Leon, and its left at the 
Pacific Coast port of Mazatlan—a front of 
over five hundred miles. 


300 PRISONERS. 

The insurgents are massing their forces 
upon Chihuahua for the general engage- 
ment, and are falling back slowly from 
Canitas, in North-Western Zacatecas, and 
from the Torreon-Saltille line. 

Yesterday, in an action meant to delay 
the Federal advances, the insurent general, 
Borquez, in Eastern Chihuahua, surprised 
a detachment of cavalry, and took three 
hundred prisoners. 

The insurgents have left enough troops 
behind” them in Nogales to check any 
attack by Federal forces from the State of 
Baja, California, which is the only threat 
in their rear, and their troops on the west 
are making good headway with a flanking 
movement in the direction of Mazatlan. 


10,000 RIFLES SOLD. 

Yesterday the United States Govern- 
ment arranged, to sell to the Mexican 
Government 10,000 Enfield rifles, 
10,000,000 rounds of ammunition for 
machine guns, and bombs for aeroplanes, 
part of the surplus stocks belonging to 
its War Department in New Orleans, 
Little Rock, and other dépéts, and to 
make more supplies available if needed. 

At the same time, the State Depart- 
ment announced that an embargo would 
be put on the export of aeroplanes to 
Mexico, in order to make sure that none 
would fall into the hands of the insur- 
gents. - 


: 20 AEROPLANES. 

The Mexican War Department an- 
nounced yesterday that 20 aeroplanes 
had arrived in the capital from the 
United States in the last few days, and 
that five more had been ordered. : 

The United States Naval Air Station in 
Washington is giving special instruction 
in piloting fighting ‘planes to three 
Mexican aviators, who are expected to be 
ready for action in a week. Six other 
Mexican airmen are being sent to Wash- 
ington for similar instruction. 

Agents of the Mexican Government are 
reported to have fecruited some American 
civilian pilots in California for service 
with the Mexican Army.

HEAVY EARTHQUAKE 
IN NEW ZEALAND. 


SHOCKS FELT OVER A WIDE 
| AREA,

WELLINGTON, N.Z., Sunday. 

A heavy earthquake occurred at Canter- 
bury to-day. Early reports indicate that 
serious damage was done to the railway 
track and the village at Arthur's Pass, and 
also fo the township of Rangiora. The 
shock was also felt at Christchurch. 

Arthur's Pass was apparently the centre ot 
the disturbance, although shocks were felt 
generally throughout the province of Canter- 
bury and in .parts of Westland. A minor 
shock was also felt at Wellington. ‘The rail- 
way live in the vicinity of Arthur's Pass was 
damaged, but the neighbouring township of 
Otira is believed not to have suffered. 
Practically every chimney in the village at 
Arthur’s Pass was demolished. Nchody was 
injured and little damage was done elsewhere. 

[Note—Arthur’s Pass runs through the 
Southern Alps, the Jong range of mountains 
which has been described as the ‘‘ backbone ’’ 
of the South Island of New Zealand. The 
range contains ths famous Peak of Mount 
Cook, which is over 12,000 feet high.]

MINORITIES NOT. TO 
BE COERCED. 


2 NO PRESSURE.”

i ROME, Sunday. 

At the Royal Opera Theatre to-day, 
before an audience of 4,000 rsons, 
representing every phase of Italian public 
life, Signor Mussolini, the rime 
Minister, made a speech in which he 
reviewed: the work accomplished by his 
Government, The Duce was accorded a 
wildly enthusiastic reception. 

Referring to foreign policy, the Italian 
Prime Minister said that Italy’s efforts 
were directed towards the creation “of a 
new type of civilisation. She did not 
desire to disturb peace. though, at the 
same time, she was ready to defend her 
interest in any part of the world. 

Signor Mussolini said that the policy 
of the Government had not changed since 
his speech to the Senate last June, nor 
could it’ be changed unless unforeseen 
events occurred. 


THE HOME OF RELIGION. 

On the subject of the Treaty of Con- 
ciliation, which has just been concluded 
between the Italian Government and the 
Holy See, Signor Mussolini said that, in 
faith and belief, the people of Italy were 
Roman Catholic. Italy enjoyed a unique 
privilege in having had on her soil the 
centre of this religion for 2,000 years. It 
was not a pure coincidence, or a mere 
caprice of men, that this religion had 
been born in, and had spread itself 
abroad from Rome. The Roman Empire 
was first the historic home of Christianity 
and afterwards of Catholicism. 

The agreements signed on February 
1lth—just and _ precise agreements-— 
created between Italy and the Holy See 
a situation, not of confusion or hypocrisy, 
but of differentiation and loyalty. 

We have conceded to the Catholic 
Church a pre-eminent place in the relt- 
gious life of the Italian people which is 
serfectly natural in a Catholic people 
like ours, and in a régime like Fascism. 
Even in this the régime is consistent. 

That does not mean, needless to say. 
that other denominations hitherto tole- 
rated, are to be henceforth persecuted or 
suppressed, or even merely harassed. 
The Catholic State does not mean that 
any sort of obligation or pressure is to 
be put upon citizens to make them follow 
a particular faith, even if such faith is 
the faith of the majority, but by the 
delimitation of jurisdictions; functions 
and responsibilities as between State and 
State, and between State and Church, the 
way seems stnoother and the horizon 
clearer, That is an achievement after 
iifteen centuries of history. 


60,000 AUDIENCES. 

The Prime Minister then went on to 
speak of the rationalisation of his work. 

“Legislative work,” he said, ‘the 
adaptation, control, and creation of new 
institutions, has only been a part of my 
labour. There is another part, not very 
well known, but the reality of which 1s 
demonstrated by these figures, that may 
interest you. 1 lave granted sixty thousand 
audiences; 1 have interested myself m 
1,887,112 questions referring to citizens 
that have reached my private secretariat 
directly. 

“Each time that private persons, even 
from the remotest villages, have applied 
to me they have always had a reply. It is 
not «enough to govern strongly. . People, 
even the most remote, humble and for- 
gotten, must be shown that the Govern- 
ment is composed of understanding and 
helpful: men, who are not aloof from the 
rest of humanity. 


THE DAY'S WORK. 

“To sustain that effort I applied my 
motor to the régime; 1 rationalised my 
daily work; I reduced all waste of time 
and energy to a minimum, adopting this 
principle that I recommend to Italians— 
the day’s work must be methodical and 
regular, and done in the day; no arrears 
of work. . The habitual work must go on 
almost automatically and mechanically. 
My collaborators, whom I mention with 
sympathy, and would like to thank here, 
have imitated me. The fatigue has seemed 
light to me, as there was variety in the 
work, and I have withstood it because my 
will was impelled by faith. I have assumed, 
as was my duty, every great and little 
responsibility.”

The three pictures, insured for £20.000, 
were recently sent by their owner, Lufitte, 
to America for the ostensible purpose of 
being sold, but, as no purchaser was 
forthcoming, they were brought back. 
reaching Havre at the beginning of last 
month. Whilst in store there pending 
the receipt of orders from Lafitte as to 
their disposal, they disappeared. Nothing 
was heard of them until a week ago, when 
a large packing-case found by the police 
on the Harfleur road proved, on being 
opened, to contain the missing pictures. 

The Paris police questioned Lafitte and 
his friend, a man called Schrob, and 
arrested them on the charge of having 
caused the disappearance of .the pictures 
for the purpose of drawing the insurance 
money.

peace between the Holy See and Italy. 

In Italy, the Pope said, he had received 
congratuJations. even from -the -“emallest 
villages, some of the messages being worded 
in touching phrases, such as *‘ Now we can 
celebrate Easter in peace.” Special mention 
must be made of the congratulations received 
from the families of those who had fought 
and died in _ defending the  temporai 
sovereignty of the Popes.

Time and again he saved his side in the 
most unorthodox manner; but impossible 
things have a habit of coming off with 
“Wee Joe,’’ and luck never smiled more 
favourably on him than on Saturday. 

I already have hinted that a Wicklow 
man had a hand in the saving of the game. 
li he had not been there anything might 
have happened. Certainly my friend, the 
Captain, would not have had such an 
amusing match.

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ENGLISH FOREST 
FIRES. 


THE SUSSEX HILIS 
ABLAZE. 


GORSE, GRASS AND TREE 
INVOLVED.

Fires involving hundreds of ; res of 
forest and common have broken out within 
the past few days in Ashdown Forest, 
Sussex; Banstead Common, Surrey, and 
Mitcham Forest, Surrey. The fire in 
Ashdown Forest burned throughout Friday 
night, and thfeatened n. less than five 
hundred acres. Lord de la Warvr’s house 
was in the danpet gone. ~ Trenches were 
dug to check the progress of the flames, 
but not before some sixty acres had been 
destroyed. 

A fire which burned óut half a square 
mile of Banstead Common threatened 
Banstead Asylum. 

The cause of the fire is not known, but 
it is supposed that the sun has ignited the 
grass, which had become as dry as tinder. 
The flames in some places rose to:a height 
of ten feet. 

The Sussex hills yesterday afternoon 
and Jate last night were ablaze with 
kindled grass, gorse and lumber wood. 
Great clouds of smoke arose, and then fell 
like a thick pall over the towns and 
villages of central and west Sussex. In 
the afternoon eight different fires were 
counted, and at night these were extend- 
ing between Lewes and Wolstonbury. It 
was feared that the waterworks, near 
Clayton, and houses on the Downs would 
be involved. Calls were given to various 
fire brigades in the Weald of Sussex. 
People attending churches . miles. away 
stood in wonder, watching the different 
points of fire, which reminded them of the 
bonfires lighted to commemorate Royal and 
national events. 

AT BROOKLANDS. . 

The common fires in Surrey included a 
‘big expense of Chobham Common and the 
destruction of trees abutting on the Brook- 
lands track at Weybridge. Firemen and 
helpers put up a big fight to save a large 
house standing within the. Brooklands 
grounds, and eventually they succeeded, 
although at one time matters appeared so 
desperate that personal belongings were 
removed from the buildings. 

A mountain-gorse fire, extending over an 
area of four square miles, occurred at Holy- 
well, Norfh Wales, on Saturday last. ‘The 
outbreak started on the Brynford 
Mountain, near Naidymarch, and soon ex- 
tended from the village of Calcoed to 
Pantasaph Farm, endangering wooden 
bungalows on the mountain-side and tele- 
graph poles which skirt the Holywell- 
Caerwys road. The Holywell police, 
assisted by mountain residents, were 
engaged from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. before they 
succeeded in beating out the flames. 

On Saturday afternoon, on the Cliffe 
Hill overlooking Lewes, the gorse burst 
into flames and burned all night. Yester- 
day the flames spread in a northerly direc- 
tion, and affected a large area. The 
direction of the wind, however, prevented 
any damage from being done to the goli 
links, which are situated on the hill. 

LORD BURNHAM’S ESTATE. 

For some hours yesterday the Beacons- 
field Fire Brigade, assisted by police and 
scores of citizens, were engaged in fighting 
a forest fire which raged over a portion of 
the Hall Barn, Beaconsfield, the estate of 
Lord Burnham, who is in India with the 
Simon Commission. 

As no water was available all the 
chemical extinguishers which could be 
brought up were discharged on the flames. 
Motorists travelling along the rcad con- 
tributed to the supply. It was found, 
however, that the only way to check the 
fire was by cutting boughs from trees and 
beating out the flames. Valuable trees 
and shrubs were burnt, the fire affecting 
several acres. 

At about 7 o'clock last night the 
Beaconsfield Fire Brigade were again 
called out, this time to a fire on some 


grass land near Beaconsfield Railway 
Station. It is thought that a lighted 


match, carelessly thrown away, caused the 
fire. This made the fourth outbreak in 
the neighbourhood, to which the brigade 
has been summoned during the past week. 


CHRISTIAN REUNION, 


THE LAMBETH APPEAL. 


Preaching in the Magdalen Church, Dublin, 
last night, upon the subject of Christian re- 
union, the Rev. J. F. Moncrieff Cox dealt 
with the Lambeth Appeal of 1920. In the 
course of his sermon he said:—Having given 
expression to their vision of an _ united 
Church, the Bishops assembled at Lambeth 
declare that such unity will be found to 
involve the whole-hearted acceptance of (1) 
the Holy Scriptures, as the record of God's 
revelations of Himself to man; (2) the two 
sacraments of Baptism and Holy Com- 
munion; (ó) a ministry acknowledged by 
every part oí the Church. It is the third 
which continues to prove the barrier. All 
Christians accept the same Scriptures, and 
almost all observe the two sacraments of the 


Gospel. 
The Appeal presents some remarkable 
features. There is a clear recognition of the 


ministries of non-episcopal Churches, which 
“have been manifestly blessed and owned 
by the Holy Spirit.’”” Of such recognition 
practical proof is given by permission, on 
occasions, for the ministers of such com- 
munions to occupy Anglican pulpits. The 
Bishops offer to accept for themselves and 
their clergy a form of commission or recog- 
nition which would commend their ministry 
to the congregations of other Churches; 
while, in return, they have hope that the 
ministers of their Churches would accept 
from thers a commission through episcopal 
ordina.ions. | 
To these large-hearted proposals the 
response. ha.’ been remarkable. From all the 
world (except Rome) a cordial promise of 
co-operation !a: been received. Ample evi- 
dence has come to light of the will for union. 
When the: is the will, men generally find 
a way. 

The next lecture will tell of the efforts 
towards a solution of the difficulty cannected 
with the ministry, and of the measure of 
success which has attended these efforts.

PARTS, Saturday. 
The Reparations Experts’ Committee this 
afternoon issued its first communique since 
its opening meeting. It is a long and im- 
portant statement on the subject of the plans 
which it is discussing for a new international! 
bank. ‘The object of the statement is to 
correct past, and obviate future, errors of 
interpretation in the Press. The statement 
emphasises that. the scheme is etill tentative 
and subject to rejection in part or whole. 
The Experts believe that the final settle- 
ment of reparations will necessitate’ the 
substitution of permanent peacetime 
machinery for temporary wartime political 
machinery. 
ITS PRIMARY FUNCTION. 
The statement proceeds: — ‘‘If such an 
institution were created, its primary function 


at the ‘start would be to act as trustee. 
receiving from Germany such annuities as 
might arranged, and disbursing those 
amongst the creditor nations. As such a 


link between debtor and creditor, it would 
facilitate transfers, and it is contemplated 
that it would finance deliveries in kind and 
any important projects coming under the 
general head of deliveries in kind. It might 
even, under proper safeguards, finance the 
residual part of the work. It also could co- 
operate with and act as an essential inter- 
mediary between al! the interested Govern- 
ments and issuing banks in the marketing 
of such bonds as might be issued for the 
commercialisation of German annuities. It 
could co-operate with existing banks of issue, 
and might, if destred, receive from these both 
clearing and investment deposits. 

“The large amounts of foreign exchange 
if normally would hold would fit it 
for the clearing function, and as a 
reservoir foreign exchange it might be a dis- 
tinct service to existing central banks. The 
institution would strictly avoid competing 
with existing commercial and investment 
banking institutions, and would consider it 
to be a prime necessity to act in close co- 
operation with existing central banks of 
issue. In fact, the bank would co-ordinate 
and subordinate its activities in any par- 
ticular country with and to the policy of the 
existing central bank of that country. 

NOT A SUPER-BANK. 

The new bank would be in no sense a 

super bank to exercise a dominating influence 


over existing institutions. Its operations 
would tend to increase and strengthen the co- 
operation already developed het ween 
central banks, that has been such a 
marked service during the past several 
Years in restoring the gold standard 
throughout the world, and in otherwise 


stabilising financial conditions. It would 
supplement, rather than duplicate, existing 
institutions, and it would assist rather than 
direct. 

“As to management, the scheme makes 
clear that the bank, as organised, must be 
non-political, international, and free from any 
Jominating financial relationships. 

““The initial discussion of the Committee next 
week is expected to clarify the project, and 
the world will then see whether the experts 
will decide to proceed further with this plan 
of a reparations bank or postpone it for 
further consideration.” i 


FRENCH COMMENT. 


A SCEPTICAL NOTE. 


From ‘Tue Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Sunday. 
There is very little inclination in financial 
circles here to comment on the statement of 
the Commitice. It is considered to be the 
result of the decision originally put forward 
by the United States members, to complete 
the machinery for dealing with the future of 
the reparation payments, before getting down 
to actual figures. This proposal was at first 
opposed by the French delegation, but the 
lines on which the Committee has worked 
have rendered its development unavoidable. 
Only events can show whether the ‘line of 
approach selected has been the right one. 
The proposed new bank is evidently the re- 
sult of a synthesis of the conclusions reached 
by the three Sub-committees, the one dealing 
with uncortrolled transfers, the second with 
transfers subject to control, and the third to 
payments in kind.

TWO ENGINES 
 COLLIDE. 


ANOTHER ACCIDENT 
AT DARLINGTON, 


GUARD AND FIREMAN 
KILLED.

Two persons were killed and three injured 
when an express train from Newcastle col- 
lided at Darlington on Saturday night with 
a light engine. Last June a very’ serious 
accident occurred at the same station. 

The train was entering the north end of 
Darlington Station when it ran into the light 
“isé, which had apparently been shunting. 

le express had siackened its speed, but 

the force of the impact was sufficient to over- 

turn the engine and telescope the first two 

carriages. e first of these was the guard’s 
van and the second the luggage van. 
THE GUARD'S INJURIES. 

The guard’s van was driven almost through 
the vehicle immediately behind it, and the 
guard, John Pickering Ringrose, of York, was 

ianed in the wreckage. It was over an hour 

efore he could be extricated. Ringrose 
received terrible injuries to the lower part of 
the body, and died about an hour after ad- 
mission to hospital. | 

Both the driver and fireman of the express 
cngine had extraordina escapes, being 
thrown from their cabin almost unhurt. 

The driver and fireman of the light engine, 
however, were both injured, the fireman, 
Wilfred Carter, of Darlington, receiving 
serious injuries to the head and chest. 

The driver, John Charlton, aged 39, escaped 
with a cut elbow and bruises’ about the leg. 
After treactment +t hes, -wi he was able to 
go home. 

One of the rescue party, John H. Clark, 
of Darlington, received very severe cuts on 
the hands in helping to extricate the guard. 

he fireman, Wilfred Carter, died in hospi- 
tal yesterday. 
RESCUE WORK. 

One ‘of the rescuers, speaking of the diffi- 
culty of extricating the guard, said~‘‘ It was 
a heart-breaking job. He seemed to have been 
sitting in his seat at the side of the coach 
when the crash occurred. When we Yotnd 
him he was pinned between a beam which 
been forced down from the roof and a vacuum 
pipe. In addition some heavy packages and 
uggage had been thrust to the rear end of 
the coach and held him fast. His head and 
shoulders were clear, but the lower part of 
his body was jammed. The only way we 
could get him out was by cutting away a part 
of the side of the coach. We had also to 
remove the luggage. The task occupied over 
an hour.” 

The third coach in the express, which was 
behind the two telescoped vans, was the 
Royal: mail sorting van. Seven sorters were 
at work when the collision took place. All 
escaped with a shaking. 

The undamaged coaches of the express were 
shunted back and made up into another train, 
in whieh the passengers continued their 
journey atfer only about an hour’s delay. 

The inquest on the two victims will be 
opened on Tuesday morning. 
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MISHAP TO EXPRESS 
TRAIN.

ENGINE DERAILED. 

The Birmingham to Manchester express 
train had a narrow escape from being 
wrecked near Crewe on Saturday evening. 
The train arrived at Crewe at 7.15, where 
1t was divided into two portions, the first 
part proceeding to Manchester and the 
rear part to Liverpool. 

The Manchester portion was the first to 
leave, and as it was passing over what is 
known as the North Junction Crossing, 
where all the lines to Scotland, Liverpool, 
Manchester and Holyhead converge, it ran 
into a van which was being shunted into 
the station. The express at the time was 
travelling at twenty-five to thirty miles an 
-hour. The engine struck the van, which 
contained tankards of milk, almost broad- 
side, and threw it on its side. The engine 
also became derailed, the wheels burying 
themselves in the permanent ways The 
front wheels were completely wrenched 
from their base. The impact also resulted 
in disconnecting the tender of the engine, 
which was virtually telescoped. 

The fireman of the express train jumped 

from his engine immediately before the 
collision, and escaped injury. Fortunately, 
the uncoupling of the tender from the 
engine automatically applied the vacuum 
brakes to the train, and this prevented the 
carriages from leaving the metals. 
The sudden stoppage created some alarm 
among the passengers, but nobody com- 
lained of injury. The shunting van was 
badly smashed, and the  brakesman, 
Thomas Smith, of Sydney, Crewe, had a 
narrow escape. He was for some time 
pinned underneath the debris, but succeeded 
im-extricating himself. He was removed 
to the Railway Hospital, suffering from 
slight bruises and shock. All lines north 
of Crewe were blocked for several hours. 


THE PENAL LAWS. 


JESUIT PREACHER’S LECTURE. 
Continuing his series of lectures at Gar- 
diner street Church, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, the Rev. A. Gwynn, 8.J., dealt with 
the general subject of the Irish Penal Laws. 
Comparing them with other systems of penal! 
legislation operative in Europe during the 
eighteenth century, Father Gwynn contended 
that the Irish Penal Code was unique in so 
far as it was an attempt on the part of a 
small minority to reduce the majority of the 
older inhabitants to a state bordering on 
serfdom; and its detailed scheme for de- 
moralising as well as degrading the Roman 
Catholic population of Ireland justified its 
many critics who have condemned it as one 
of ‘the worst forms of religious persecution 
known to history. The chief effect of these 
laws was felt by the upper classes of 
the Roman Catholic minority. Many of them 
fell away from the faith under the pressure 
of social ostracism, and many more were 
induced to leave the country and seek their 
fortunes abroad. At home a few old Catholic 
families retained their land without losing 
their faith, but they did so by mg oy in 
obscurity, and for the most part the land 
they owned was too poor to attract the 
attentions of the Protestant ‘‘ discoverers.” 


Many of the Protestant gentry, forming 
bonds of friendship with their Catholic 
neighbours, were the means of procuring 


them whatever little relief was possible under 
the penal system. 

For the poorer classes the most serious 
injury inflicted by the penal laws was pro 
bably the attempt to deprive them of all 


education, even the most elementary. Yet 
the Government was unable to prevent 
the people from organising their own 
system of bhedge-schools, in which the 


Roman Catholic children of the country’ dis- 
tricts were given a sound education by 
teachers who defied the law, often at the risk 
of their personal liberty. Similar restrictions 
were placed on industrial enterprises, Roman 
Catholics being excluded from many indus 
tries, and never being allowed to have more 
than two apprentices at a time. As a relief 
to the tale of universal misery, Father Gwynn 
illustrated the reiigious life of the people from 
a few surviving documents and from the local 
freditions which have often preserved the 
memory of heroic priests and bishops and the 
snfferings of the faithful,

WEATHER VAGARIES. 
SUMMER AND FROST. 


While the country and most of the outlying 
suburbs were bathed in glorious sunshine 
yesterday, London, after a splendid earl 
morning, was enyeloped in fog. Only 3 
hours of sunshine were recorded at the Air 
Ministry, but oyer ten hours were enjoyed 


at South and East coast and Welsh 
resorts. Ilkley was the warmest place, with 
a temperature of 69 degrees. At Kew it was 


61, four degrees colder than on Saturday, 
when the temperature was the highest ever 
recorded at Kew for the first ten days of 
March. The roads hummed with motors and 
people sat in the parks, 

Central London's fog was described. as a 
‘smoke fog; and several other big cities 
shared London’s misfortune. The present 
warm spell is likely to continue, with cool 
nights, and, for London, morning mist or fog. 

LINERS HELD UP. 

Traffic has been “held up ” completely on 
the River Clyde since Friday last, owing to a 
thick fog which has hung over the city. 
Sixteen vessels, including the Atlantic liners 
which were due to sail on Saturday, are wait- 
ing for the all-clear signal. Yesterday the fog 
was as dense as ever, and up till noon yester- 
day it showed no signs of lifting. Js the day 
advanced, however, conditions improved, the 
sun breaking through the yellow mantle. 

At Renfrew Aerodrome the barometer 
touched 58. However, as sunset approached 
the fog again came down as thick as ever, 
and little hope was entertained of the vessels 
leaving the Clyde last night. This will mean 
‘hat they will have been three days in leavin 
Glasgow, provided, of course, that a start wil) 
be possible to-morrow. The officials of the 
harbour in Glasgow are standing by in hope 
that a wind will rise to sweep away the fog. 

DUBLIN SUMMER-LIKE. 

Summer-like weather in Dublin yesterday 
brought many people to the seaside and 
country. So crowded were the trains, tram- 
way cars and ‘buses leaving the city in the 
afternoon that one was reminded of the 
“rush ” periods of July and August. From 
early morning there was continuous sunshine, 
and the temperature at times was warm 
enough to be regarded as favourable for 
summertime. At noon the thermometer rc- 
gistered 86 degrees in the sun and 65 degrees 
in the shade.

COLONEL FITZMAURICE’S 


APPEAL FOR SUPPORT. 

In the Capitol Theatre, Dublin, yesterday, 
Colonel James C, Fitzmaurice delivered: a 
lecture, in which he described “' lreland’s 
Place in the Air.” 

President Cosgrave, in introducing Colonel 
Fitzmaurice, expressed regret at the Colonel's 
severance from the National Army. Every- 
body knew that Colonel Fitzmaurice was first 
and last a soldier. That he carried the 
National uniform with credit and distinc- 
tion to himself and his country was a matter 
of which they were all proud. His fame 
was widespread since, some twelve months 
ago, he and his two great German comrades 
did a soldier’s part and earned fame by 
his feat in flying across the Atlantic. “I 
take this opportunity,” said the President, 
‘‘ of expressing my own and your regret that 
one of his great companions on that momen- 
tous occasion is now no more. We tender to 
Colonel Fitzmaurice our deep sympathy on 
the loss of his brave companion. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice traced the progress 
of aviation for the past twenty-five years. He 
said that at present Germany was well ahead 
of any other country in respect of commer- 
cial aviation. ‘Travel by air was cheaper 
and safer than any other means of transport. 
For the past four years not a single fare- 
paying passenger was killed from any air line 
in Europe. 

BRIDGING THE ATLANTIC. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice described in detail his 
experiences in the Bremen flight in April last 
year, and said that it had helped to instil 
into the minds of many people the fact that 
aviation was developing on sound lines, and 
that it had developed faster than any other 
means of transport or communication. Avia 
tion, he said, was going to be the definite 
means of communication in the future, and 
they could not get away from it whether they 
liked it or not. The support of the general 
public was, however, needed; without that 
support all efforts would be futile. Person- 
ally, he thought that Ireland had a very 
bright, future. before her, as the eastern pillar 
of the bridge connecting the old and the new 
worlds. 

The development of aviation, he said, 
would bring much work and money to Ire- 
land, and induce tourists to come here in 
large numbers. “If we do not do some- 
thing.” said Colonel Fitzmaurice, ‘‘ the 
traphics and spoils will go to other people; 
but I think there has arisen in the country 
an enthusiasm which will bring to Ireland 
her proper place in the scheme of things.” 
He appealed for support for the Irish Aero 
Club and for the Irish Air Transport Co. 
which, he said, had been formed, and had 
put up a definite proposition to the Govern- 
ment—a proposition which deserved every 
support and encouragement. The first step 
contemplated by this company was a regular 
air service between Dublin and London. 
The lecture was illustrated by a large 
series of films, which showed the start of the 
Bremen from Baldonnel and its landing on 
CGreenly Island, beside a variety of other 
scenes with which they were greeted in New 
York and London. The lecture was under 
the auspices of the Publicity Club of Ireland. 
During the afternoon the No. 1 Army 
Rand, under the conduétorship of Colonel 
Brasé and, at the end. of Cadet Doyle, played 
a selection of Irish airs. ” 


BRAZIL’S PROGRESS. 


- 


ATTRACTION FOR FOREIGN 
CAPITAL. 
Tha trade returns of the Republic of Brazi] 
fer the first nine months of 1928 show a re- 
markable measure of economic and financial 
progress. Brazil's foreign trade for the period 
amounted to 5,811,472 tons, to the total value 
of £137,342,000, as compared with 5,565,188 
tons to the value of £119,286,000 for the cor- 
responding period of 1927. Thus there has 
heen an advance of £18,056,000 in nine 
months. Brazil controls the world’s coffee 


market, and it is estimated that :ts output 
fou the season 1929-30 will amount to 
15,509,000 bags of 60 kilogrammes, or, 


rovghly, 72 per cent. of the world’s produc- 
tion of voffee. Furthermore, Brazil’s exports 
of meat, leather, cocoa, fruit, maize, man- 
ganese and precious stones of various kinds 
are increasing. The average price per ton of 
its exports during 1928 was £47 5s. as com 
pared with £42 9s. for the previous year. 
The Government has embarked on a finan- 
cial policy of a stabilised currency and a 
nalanced budget, with the result that foreign 
capital is being attracted more and more into 
the country. Last year—for the first nine 
months—the national revenue exceeded that 
of the corresponding period of the previous 
year, and there was a Costees surplus of more 
than £1,000,000. A gold reserve in ingots 
und specie has been established to the amount 
of £22,000,000, and generally the country is 
creating confidence among investors. The 
firm of Henry Ford has acquired a large con- 
cession of land on the Amazon for the extrac 
ilon of rubber, and is building factories for 
the manufacture of tyres. 

Mr. H. FE. Sand, President of the Electric 
Bend and Share Company of New York, said 
recently, in an interview—‘' Brazil has reso- 
lutely entered upon a period which, un- 
doubtedly, will mark the beginning of brilliant 
industrial and commercial progress, the 
extent of which is unlimited.” Mr. Sand’s 
company recently has invested more than 
£5,000,000 in Brazil, and several other Ameri- 
can, as well as British concerns, are taking 
advantage of the country’s vast possibilities.

STRIKE AT FENIT PIER. 


A SERIOUS SITUATION. 
A strike of dockers has occurred at Fenit, 
Tralee, which threatens serious consequences 
to the port. The s.s. Clapham, with a cargo 


which, if it continues, will imvolve threo 
other boats that are aque in a few days. 

The workmen's representatives accuse tie 
Tralee merchants of provoking the strike by, 
as they allege, seeking to reduce the dockeis’ 
wages in contravention of the findings of the 
National Conference in 1925. The mer- 
chants, on the other hand, accuse the docker: 
of seeking to have five gangs engaged iv 
unloading the Clapham, where only fou 
gangs are needed, and seeking to increase tlie 

aily wages to 17s. for lower grades and 21s. 
for higher grades, as against Ils. 10d. aud 
14s. 10d., as hitherto. They further assert 
that the wages already paid at Fenit are 
higher than those paid in any other port in 
Ireland or England, and they state that 
notice has been given by the Loudon Chan 
ber of Shipping stating that, unless the costs 
of discharging at Fenit are reduced, Fen 
will run the risk of being struck off the 
River Plate charter party altogether. The 
merchants also say that they have under co 
sideration the erection of an elevator 
Fenit, which will do the discharging at a 
fraction of the present cost, which they «on 
sider is the only means of saving the por' 
from extinction. 

THE MEN'S CASE. 

In a statement, Mr. Frank Robbins 
organiser of the Irish Transport and Genera! 
Workers Union, said that the strike at first 
is as a result of an attempt on the part of 
Messrs. Kelleher, McCowenand Latchford te 
reduce the wages of the dockers. The rates 
of pay and conditions of work were fixed by 
the National Conferenée in 1923. On that 
occasion the dockers at Fenit suffered a re- 
duction in wages, as did all other dockers i: 
the different ports in Ireland. There ha: 
been no attempt by the employers in any 0! 
the other ports to reduce the rates of pay, 
or to worsen the conditions of labour. T! 
Tralee merchants, who are in control ot! 
shipping at Fenit port, by their action, he said 
seemed to seek to gain advantage over tl 
other ports, and thereby cut across that spir'! 
of the national arrangement. Should thev 
be successful in this attempt. it would mean 
that the harmonious conditions existing 
between employers and workers since, 1923 
will be upset, and probably lead to 
tinual strife. 

In order to prevent the etrike at Fenit, | 
said, representatives of the Irish Transp 
and General Workers’ Union waited on 
employers and pointed out that any chang 
of rates of wages or conditions must come 
the result of a national conference. They a 
asked that the employers would pay 
balance of wages due from the last boat. t) 
ss. Dublin. This request was turned d. 
which left the dockers at Fenit with no o' 
alternative but to seek means of obtai! 
what they were justly entitled io. 

MERCHANTS’ STATEMENT. 
From the merchants the following sti 
ment was obtained :— “ Our agreement 
the Fenit Union is based on an outpat of 3 
tons per day, and the number of men require: 
for this work are paid wages amounting ! 
from lls. 10d. to 14s. 10d. for the various 
grades. The ss. Oranmore and ss. Du)lin 
were recently discharged, and these steanie’s 
carried a total of 1,273 tons of maize. which, 
the men to two and two-thirds days’ wages.

The Continued Stoppage: Hopes for the Coming 


Week : National Candidates at Cheltenham : 
Some Lincoln Horses: Problems of Form.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

Another day’s racing has gone by the 
board, the Wolverhampton Stewards having 
decided to-day to postpone the programme 
fixed for to-morrow and abandon Tuesday's 
card, with its interesting test for Grand 
National horses, the Shrewsbury Handicap 
Steeplechase. It was four weeks ago to- 
morrow, on February 11, at Birmingham, that 
wo had any racing last in England, and the 
idle sequence must constitute a record. In 
1895, when there was a long frost from 
January 26th ‘until March Sth, a meeting 
was held at Hull, extending over two days, 
in February, but it was a ghastly failure, the 
round not being really fit to race on, and 
ads were wretched. 

It can safely be written down of the current 

National Hunt season that it has been the 
most disastrous of all time. ‘The weather is 
most baffling in England at present, for tp 
some districts there are day teimperatures 
running up to 68 degrees, which are out of 
place in the first week in March; but these 
are accompanied by night frosts, and the 
ground in many places remaine hard. The 
vhole countryside presents a dried up appear- 
ance. 

Tiere are ofticial reports to the effect that 
it will be possible to begin the ational 
Hunt meeting at Cheltenham on Tuesday, but 
then last week the Executive there spoke 
hopefully of being able to begin last Tues- 
dav

it was possible to get some work done at 
Newmarket and other training quarters 
vesterday, and conditions are undoubtedly im- 
proving, but the improvement has come too 
late. 

In the great frost of 1895 the weather 
opened three weeks before the beginning of 
the flat racing season, in which Euclid won 
the Lineolushire and Wild Man from Borneo 
the Grand National. Wild Man from Borneo 
had not had a race that year before winning 
the Grand National, so trainers this time 
who cannot give their horses a run at all, and 
certainly not more than one, before Liverpool 
can take heart of grace.

North 
Waltham, who made very remarkable im- 
provement as be advanced inage. Scintillation 
was one of the first of the Lincolusbire horses 
to go to the seaside, and he has done well at 
Tenby 

Umslopagaas has returned io complete his 
preparation at Newmarket, and he has had a 
lot of galloping on the sands. This is a gelding 
who may not need a lot of strong work to 
get him fit. He is in with 7st. which means 
O’Curry, at 8st., and on the balance of Mr 
Sullivan’s horse’s form last. back-end, he 
would look well in with such a weight. If a 
bookmaker stood over me with a red-hot 
poker and made me hack a horse for the 
Lincolnshire I think that I would as soon 
choose Umslopagaas as anything. 

A Lincolnshire horse worked up to the 
position of second favourite during the last 
week is Lord Beaverbrook’s Miscou, in with 
6st. 1llb. This is a four-year-old gelding by 
Hainault, who was in the money several times 
last season, when Colledge Leader «trained 
him. Some _ time ago he went to Frank 
Wootton to be echooled over hurdles, and 
Wootton’s ways may have sharpened him up. 

One of the decent races I saw him, run last 
season was at Hurst Park, late in May, when 
he was heaten a short head and a neck bv 
Flegere and Ruffler, the latter giving 12Ib. 
Ruffler, a few weeks later, went on to Ascot 
and gave Fohanavn the hardest race he had 
last season. when he had to be ridden all out 
fo present 21h, and a length beating to Lord 
Durham's colt. 

Now, Ruffler and Residue were stable com- 
nanions last season, and T believe that Perey 
Peck, who. one notes with much recret, has 
retired from training, never thought there 
was much hetween Residue and Ruffler; and 
Residue, who is now owned hy Mr. Ben 
Warner and trained hy Owen Anthorvy. has 
to give Miscou only 4lh. at Lineeln. Residue 
He also 
is a gelding, and is one to whose Lincoln 
chance I think some attention can be paid. 

I have consistently looked in other years for 
the winner of the Lincolnshire among the 
horses high in the handicap. ‘This year it 
seems useless to do so. Orbindos has now 
become top-weight, but I have heard nothing 
in his favour, and it seems doubtful whether 
his chance is being serionsly considered this 
time. Parwiz is the next from the top, hut 
I believe that there has not been much work 
done at Whatcombe so far, and there is 
nothing encouraging that can be said about 
either Parwiz or Athtord. 

The French colt Orosmade appears to he 
a likely runner after all. He bas made a be- 
lated expedition to Le Touquet to get in a 
gallop on the sands there before crossing to 
England. The decision in his case was made 
rather late, and tho frost at his own quarters 
at Chantilly bas been even more severe than 
it has been in England. 

Captain Bell seems to have little hope of 
getting his Freuch-bred horse, Songe, ready 
in time, which is unfortunate, as, judging 
by the way other handicappers have treated 
him since, he will never be so well in in 
an important race in England again.
